The  National  Union  of 
Railway  men  were  last  night 
expecting  a  decisive  “yes”  vote 
to  industrial  action  after  yester¬ 
day's  ballot  of  the  1 1  .t MX)  guards 
;ix  oilicial.s  reported  an  unexpec¬ 
tedly  heavy  turnout  in  rail 
depots  across  the  country. 

As  the  voting,  mainly  in 
w  oik  places,  drew  to  a  close  last 
night.  Mr  .liintnv  Knapp, 
general  sccreliirx  of  the  NUR 
raised  the  temperature  of  the 
dispute  xxiu-n  lie  told  a  rally  of 
guards'  in  London  that  British 
Rail  and  the  Gov  eminent  were 
now  “cooking  up  a  fares 
increase  of  fixe  per  cent  above 
the  inflation  rate  for  later  in  the 
year  which  can  he  blamed  on 
the  union  and  ils  members'*. 

There  xxcre  growing  signs  last 
niglii  that  ihc  union's  executive 
which  goes  into  emergency 
session  on  Wednesday  as  soon 
as  the  count  is  completed  will 
consider  seriously  a  national 
smke  or  guards  among  the 
options  open  to  it. 

The  iaction  in  favourofan  all 
out  strike  has  gained .  some 
strength  on  the  executive 
because  of  the  dismissals  of  247 
guards  during  the  past  fortnight 
and  will  press  its  case  at 
Wednesday  ’.s  meeting.  Others 
on  the  executive  will  argue  that 
the  dispute  should  at  least  begin 
with  action  short  of  a  strike, 
possibly  an  overtime  ban 
hacked  by  a  rolling  programme 
ofseleciixc  strikes. 

Even  such  a  programme 
would  disrupt  severely  large 
sections  of  the  network  and 
British  Rail  is  expected  lo 
repeat  warnings  next  week  that 
it  will  shut  down  pans  of  the 
nciwork  if  it  cannot  maintain  a 
recognizable  service. 

The  NURs  optimism  about 
the  ballot  result  was  increased 
yesterday  when  it  recorded  an 
87  per  cent  majority  in  hs  ballot 
on  retaining  a  political  fund. 

In  a  voting  system  similar  lo 
ihc  one  used  in  the  ballot  of 
guards,  the  union  recorded 
71.907-  votes  in  favour  of 
retaining  the  fund  and  10.580 
against. 

The  main  difference  in  Ihc 
two  ballots  was  that  the  political 


fund  poll  contained  a  higher 
element  of  postal  voting  and  Mr 
Knapp  said  Iasi  night  that  this 
made  the  turnout  of  61  per  cent 
“especially  impressive”. 

Mr  Knapp  added:  “Our 
members  have  made  a  very 
positive  cflbrl  lo  express  sup¬ 
port  l« ir  their  union  and  we 
regard  litis  as  a  tremendous 
source  of  encouragement 

Union  leaders  arc  not  expect¬ 
ing  such  an  overwhelming 
majority  in  the  ballot  on 
industrial  action:  while  they  ore 
confident  of  big  majorities  in 
Scotland.  London,  and  ihc 
north-west  conurbations,  the 
vote  in  the  West  country  jhc 
North  cast  and  in  rural  areas  the 
“no"  vote  could  be  significantly 
higher  and  the  si/c  of  the 
majority  will  be  an  important 
element  in  what  promises  to  be 
a  long  dchate  on  Wednesday. 

A  24-hour  strike  by  guards  at 
Swansea  yesterday  severely  hit 
local  and  West  Wales  services, 
reducing  them  to  aboul  50  per 
cent. 

A  minority  of  imer-ciiy 
services  were  also  effected. 
Disruption  of  the  cast  coast 
main  line  is  expected  on  Rank 
holiday  Monday  because  of  a 
planned  24-hour  strike  by 
Doncastcr-hased  guards  over 
the  dismissal  of  32  guards  at 
Imminglum  on  Thursday. 

The  NUR  said  last  night  that 
it  had  been  "advised”  by 
normally  reliable  sources  that 
the  increase  referred  to  by  Mr 
Knapp  had  already  been 
planned. 

British  Rail  last  night  rejected 
Mr  Knapp's  claims  that  it  was 
planning  a  fares  increase  late 
this  year  which  il  would  blame 
on  the  present  dispute. 

"There  are  no  plans  for  a 
fares  increase  later  this  year  or 
in  the  foreseeable  future.” 
British  Rail  said.

800  pupils 
arrested 
in  Soweto

At  least  800  children  have 
been  arrested  in  Soweto,  the 
huge  black  township  outside 
Johannesburg,  by  police  using 
their  powers  under  the  Mate  of 
emergency  to  crack  down  on 
school  box  colts. 

About  3uti  of  the  children, 
some  no  more  than  seven  years 
old.  were  held  overnight  in  the 
township's  Moroka  police 
station  after  the  round-up  began 
on  Thursday  afternoon. 

Some  parents  who  went  to 
the  police  station  said  their 
children  appeared  to  have  been 
siainbokkcd  (whipped)  before 
they  were  herded  into  police 
v  chicles  and  driven  away. 

The  emergency  powers  give 
the  police  authority  to  detain 
pupils  lhe>  find  outside  school 
premises  during  school  hours, 
although  there  is  no  compulsory- 
education  for  black  children  in 
South  Africa. 

■’  Brigadier  Jan  Coetzce.  Sowe¬ 
to's  police  chief,  was  quoted  by 
the  Sowvlan  newspaper  as 
saying:  “We  will  not  allow  5.000 
stupid  pupils  to  disregard  law 
and  order.  Wc  are  cracking 
down  and  we  arc  going  to  bring 
the  school  situation  in  Soweto 
back  to  normal.” 

Witnesses  claimed  that  in  a 
swoop  yesterday  on  the  Fidelias 
high  school  in  Soweto's  Diep- 
kloof  district,  police  and  troops 
arrested  pupils  while  they  were 
on  school  premises. 

Ihcy  said  a  large  contingent 
of  troops  surrounded  the  school 
and  the  pupils  panicked  and 
tried  to  escape  but  the  soldiers 
had  sealed  off  the  gates.

Turbine  disc  ruled 
out  as  cause  of 
holiday  jet  fire

The  Manchester  disaster  has 
prompted  an  early  meeting 
between  American  aviation 
authorities  and  the  makers  of 
the  engine  that  exploded  as  the 
aircraft  was  on  its  take-off  run. 

Talks  between  the  Federal 
Aviation  Administruion  (FAA) 
and  ihc  Pratt  and  Whitney 
company  will  faeul  un  the 
engine's  combustion  chamber, 
a  principal  suspect  in  the 
Manchester  crash,  and  also  on 
the  turbine  discs  at  the  rear  of 
the  engine. 

Following  seven  incidents 
involving  this  type  of  Pratt  and 
Whitney  engine  in  the  past  four 
years,  the  American  National 
transportation  Safely  Board 
recommended,  a  month  ago  that 
these-  engines '.should  be  in¬ 
spected.  The  recommendations 
were  directed  particularly  to 
the  turbine  discs,  where  there 
hs  evidence  or  wear. 

There  is  on  evidence  so  Tar, 
however,  to  connect  the  sort  of 
turbine  disc  problem  encoun¬ 
tered  in  thv  recent  incident  with 
the  trouble  that  erupted  so 
catastrophes  I  ly  and  suddenly 
on  the  British  Aritours  Boeing 
737  at  Manchester. 

Between  February  1981  and 
May  _  1985  seven  incidents 
involving  engines  of  this  type 
were  reported  to  the  National 
Transportation  Safety  Board. 

On  July  22  the  Safety  Board 
recommended  that  Pratt  and 
XVhitney  should  examine  the 
engines  and  report  to  the  FAA. 

•  XX  bile  the  cause  of  the 
disaster  has  yet  to  be  deter¬ 
mined.  Pratt  and  XX  hitney 
emphersied  that  "there  is  no 
indication  of  any  correlation 
between  what  happened  at 
Manchester  and  the  turbine 
disc  failures  mentioned  in  the 
Safely  Board  memorandum. 
Our  investigation  so  far  has  nut 
shown  (hat  any  rotating  parts 
were  involved.”

•  Victory  was  claimed  soon 
after  4  o'clock  when  the  brewing 
group  disclosed  that  share¬ 
holders  representing  more  than 
65  per  cent  of  Bell's  shares  had 
accepted  its  £360  million  offer. 

The  result  came  as  a  bitter 
blow-  to  Mr  Raymond  Miqucl: 
Bell's  chairman,  and  he  was 
said  last  night  to  be  too  upset  to 
comment.

Sir  Freddie  Laker,  who  has 
been  in  conflict  with  British 
Airways  for  eight  years,  will  be 
entitled  to  three  free  trips  a 
year  with  his  ramify  on  the 
State-owned  airline,  it  was- 
understood  last  night.

$ir  Freddie.  However,  as  a 
gesture  of  reconciliation,  it 
would  have  pleased  Sir  Freddie 
that  Mr  Marshall  again  recog¬ 
nized  him  'as  a'  fellow  airline 
boss,  to  whom  the  courtesy  of 
other  airlines  is  conventionally 
extended. 

British  Airways,  followed  by 
niher  airlines,  withdrew  the 
privilege  of  free  first-class 
tickets  in  March.  1982, 

Tuesday's  settlement  was  on 
the  same  terms  offered  to  Sir 
Freddie  in  July,- after  British 
Airways  and  ils-co^defendanls 


had  agreed  an  out-of-court 
settlement  with  the  liquidator 
of  Laker  Airways  for  $48 
million  (£34  million).  .

Extended  warranty  schemes 
will  ha\e  to  become  signifi¬ 
cantly  more  expensive  or 
disappear  altogether,  insurance 
companies  said  yesterday.

sets.  Many  car  retailers  also 
oiler  such  schemes.  For  an  extra 
payment  the  customer  can  buy 
an  extra  guarantee  running  fora 
number  of  years  after  the 
manufacture,  s  guarantee  ex¬ 
pires.

Currys,  the  electrical  goods 
retailer,  reports  that  premiums 
on  its  own  extended  warranty 
scheme  hate  doubled  since  it 
was  introduced' in  1982.

Welsh  TY 
channel  to 
be  reviewed

The  future  of  the  Welsh 
fourth  television  channel,  which 
has  been  in  operation  for  nearly 
three  years,  is  to  be  considered 
by  the  Home  Office. 

Mr  Giles  Shaw,  minister  of 
state  at  the  Home  Office, 
announced  the  review  yester¬ 
day.  emphasizing  that  before 
any  decision  was  made  to 
change  the  present  system  the 
Government  would  need  to  be 
satisfied  that  this  was  in 
response  to  widespread  demand 
and  would  he  in  the  interests  of 
Wales  and  the  Welsh  language. 

The  alternative  would  be  to 
spread  Welsh  programmes  over 
tun  channels,  as  was  done 
hefore  the  creation  of  the  Welsh 
fourth  channel  in  November 
1482. 

Mr  Shaw  said  that  he  would 
consider  the  v  iews  pul  during 
the  next  two  months  and  hoped 
to  announce  the  outcome  belore 
the  end  of  the  year. 

The  present  arrangements 
were  put  forward  by  Lord 
Whitclau.  who  was  ’  Home 
Secretary  at  the  time.  He  said 
that  they  should  be  given  a  trial 
period  of  about  three  years. 

Mr  Dafydd  Williams,  general 
secretary  of  Plaid  Cymru,  said: 
"We  feel  the  experiment  of 
placing  Welsh  programmes  on  a 
separate  channel  has  been  a 
great  success.  We  would  be 
extremely  surprised  if  there  is 
any  change  in  the  present 
arrangements”. 

He  added  that  although  the 
party  would  like  to  see  more 
Welsh  language  broadcasts, 
programmes  during  peak  hour 
v  tewing  at  least  were  in  Welsh. 
A  recent  pogramnie  in  Welsh  on 
this  month’s  national  eistedd¬ 
fod  at  Rhyl,  for  example,  was 
watched  bv  127.000  people.

granted  his  freedom  by  the 
exercise  of  royal  prerogative. 

The  youth,  who  has  a  number 
of  convictions  dating  back  to 
when  he  was  1 1.  was  sentenced 
to  three  and  a  half  years  for 
rubbing  a  man  aged  63.  of  £26. 
heating  up  another  and  assault¬ 
ing  a  policeman.

Card  tricksters  jailed 
in  test  case 


A  crackdown  by  Scotland 
Yard  na  three-card  tricksters 
cheating  tourists  in  London  led 
three  men  receiving  prison 
sentences  in  a  test  case  brought 
to  Southwark  Crown  Court 
yesterday. 

Police  told  the  court  the 
three  men  were  part  of  a  team 
operating  a  three-card  '‘find  the 
lady"  confidence  trick  near 
I  larrods.  In  Knightsbridge.  last 
May.  Ronald  Tubey.  aged  30, 
of  Heathway.  Dagenham.  Es¬ 
sex:  John  Wilson,  aged  30,  of 
Temple  Street,  Bethnal  Green, 
east  London:  and  Alfred  Webb, 
aged  61.  of  Amersham  Road. 
Acton.  West  London,  were  each 
sentenced  to  three  months' 
imprisonment  for  an  offence 
under  the  Gaming  Act.  1968. 

The  three  had  pleaded  guilty 
at  Horse  ferry  Road  Magis¬ 
trates*  Court’  to  charges  of 
street  gaming.  Scotland  Yard 
took  the  unprecedented  step  of 
bringing  an  additional,  more 
serious,  charge  of  organizing 
gaming,  under  section  2  of  the 
Gaming  Act. 

In  a  magistrates  court  that 
carries  a  maximum  of  £2,000 
but  in  a  crown  court  tougher 
penalties  can  be  imposed. 

The  three  men  were  con¬ 
victed  of  street  gaming  by  the 
magistrates  and  committed  to 
Southwark  for  sentence  on  both 
offences. 


Yesterday  Judge  Butler 
sentenced  the  men  each  to  three 
months'  imprisonment  for  the 
charge  of  organized  gaming  and 
one-day  in  prison  or  a  £1  fine 
for  the  street  gaming  offence. 

The  judge  said  the  men  bad 
all  taken  part  in  a  "criminally 
calcultaed  piece  of  trickery 
designed  to  cheat  the  gull- 
iblcs”.  He  told  the  defendants: 
"Offences  of  this  kind  are 
committed  daily  throughout 
London  by  unscrupulous  gangs 
of  men  such  as  you.'* 

He  refused  a  bail  application 
hy  Tubey’s  counsel.  Mr  Ernie 
Money,  pending  an  appeal  to 
the  Divisional  Court  against 
the  conviction. 

Outside  the  court.  Insp 
Robert  Sexton,  of  Chelsea 
police,  said  he  hoped  the  test 
case  will  he  a  deterrent  to 
others  involved  in -street  gam¬ 
ing. 

The  coart  was  told  earlier 
that  the  men  operated  from  an 
upturned  cardboard  box  with 
one  man  shuffling  the  cards, 
another  appearing  as  banker 
w  hile  the  third  posed  as  a  lucky 
punter  who  placed  £20  on  a 
card  and  won  a  further  £20. 

The  “find  the  lady"  trick 
involved  a  sleight  of  hand  to 
hide  a  picture  card  out  of  three 
cards  face  down  on  a  table.

Britons  still  proud  of 
their  nation,  poll  shows 


Mthough  Britain  is  no  longer 
the  land  of  hope  and  glory,  the 
British  people  say  they  still 
boast  a  good  sense  of  humour, 
arc  fun-loving  and  totally 
trustworthy. 

The  days  of  "Rule  Britan¬ 
nia”  might  be  over  but  the 
pluck  of  the  British  spirit 
Mjrvivcs.  according  to  a 
national  Gallup  poll  which 
looks  ar  Britain  20  years  on. 

The  1985  profile  of  Britain 
will  be  broadcast  tonight  by  the 
television  network.  TVS.  which 
commissioned  Ihc  poll. 

The  programme’s  producer. 
Mr  Chris  Riley,  said  Iasi  night 
despite  the  social  and  political 
problems  facing  Britain  today. 
80  per  cent  of  the  population 
said  they  were  still  proud  to  be 
British. 

“Some  of  the  results  arc  very  * 

surprising  and  show  that  most 
Britains  believe  ir  they  could 
turn  (heir  national  pride  and 
hardwurk  towards  solving 
social  and  onemploy  men!  prob¬ 
lems.  Ihc  future  of  Britain  will 
once  again  become  great,”  Mr 
Riley  said. 

The  poll,  which  interviewed 
1 .1105  people  from  all  social  and 
economic  classes  and  ages 
throughout  the  country,  found 
compared  to  the  Americans. 
French  and  Russians.  Britons 
saw  themselves  as  “hardwork¬ 
ing.  fun-loving,  polite  and 
trust  worthy.” 

Only  4  per  cent  said  they 
were  not  proud  to  be  British. 
But  the  majority  155  per  cent) 
saw  Britain’s  future  in  becom¬ 
ing  mure  like  Switzerland  or 
Sweden  and  adopting  a  noutraL 
independent  stand  in  world 
affairs. 

"Back  in  the  sixties  the 
majority  of  Britons  saw  their 
country  as  a  world  power. 
Twenty  years  on  they  see 
Britain  on  a  par  with  Sweden  or 


Switzerland,"  Mr  Riley  ex¬ 
plained. 

Only  37  per  cent  said  they 
Mill  wanted  Britain  to  regain 
ground  and  become  a  world 
power  again. 

Most  people  blamed  the 
country's  downslide  on  the 
Government  and  trade  unions. 
But  despite  all  the  present-day 
problems.  67  per  cent  said  the 
British  people's  main  charac¬ 
teristics  included  friendliness. 
66  per  cent  said  (he  country 
had  a  "good  sense  of  homour”. 
42  per  cent  believe  most  arc 
hardworking  and  46  per  cent 
said  the  British  were  known  for 
their  politeness. 

When  it  came  to  trust,  40  per 
cent  said  there  was  no  better 

country'.  32  per  cent  believed 
the  British  were  sincere  and  25 
per  cent  said  many  were 
cultured.  Only  26  per  cent 
admitted  the  British  were  lazy. 

On  the  more  serious  side  of 
the  British  nature.  22  per  cent 
said  (he  British  are  more 
aggressive  and  28  per  cent  said 
thev  are  serious.  The  majority 
found  their  .American  cousins 
were  more  aggressive,  insin¬ 
cere,  less  peaceful  and  less 
cultured  than  the  British. 

Only  8  per  cent  believed  the 
Americans  were  “peaceful.” 
Although  43  per  cent  said  they 
thought  the  Russians  nearly 
worked  as  hard  as  the  British, 
only  14  per  cent  believed  the 
Russians  were  friendly.  And 
only  8  per  cent  said  the 
Russians  bad  any  sense  of 
humour.  Nine  per  cent  said  the 
Russians  were  peaceful. 

As  for  the  French,  most 
Britons  saw  (hem  as  lew 
trustworthy  than  the  Ameri¬ 
cans  and  Russians  combined. 

Only  8  per  cent  thought  the 
French  were  sincere  and 
trustworthy.  Mr  Riley  said  (he 
survey  involved  100  questions 
(raring  Ihc  new  British  identity. 


Badgers  are  preparing  for 
an  Indian  summer 


While  the 
Office,  with  its  satellites  and 
computers,  is  predicting  a  cool 
showery  Bank  holiday  week¬ 
end.  badgers  and  other  inhabi¬ 
tants  closely  in  touch  with 
nature,  are  forcasting  a  glorious 
Indian  summer.

The  badgers'  instinct  is 
supported  by  Mr  Arthur 
Mackins,  a  retired  banker  and 
amateur  weather  forecaster 
who  bases  his  predictions  on 
sea  temperatures,  volcanic 
eruptions  and  comets,  as  well 
as  carefully  stndicd  weather 
patterns. 

He  forecasts  a  "tropical 

autumn"  in  October  and

Sussex,  does  not  subscribe 
w  holly  to  the  St  Swithon's  Day 
theory,  but  believes  there  may 
be  some  truth  that  summer  rain 
which  starts  around  July  15.  St 
Swithun's  Day.  tend  to  end 
around  August  23.  giving  way 
(o  good  weather. 

Mr  Mackins  predicts  that 
Halley's  comet,  which  should 
come  Into  sight  towards  the  end 
of  the  year,  will  cause  “very  bot 
weather”  in  1986.  Mr  Mackins 
claims  an  accuracy  rate  of 
about  99  per  cent. 

But  Mr  Tan  ton.  who  makes 
three-monthly  predictions  and 
claims  a  100  per  cent  accuracy, 
bases  his  forecasts  on  meteoro¬ 
logical  phenomena  and  weather 
patterns.  He  does  not  hold  with 
badgers,  seaweed,  pine  cones, 
holly  berries  and  similar 
forecasting  devices.  “Nature 
tells  you  what  the  weather  is 
like  at  the  time  not  what  it  is 
going  to  be,”  he  says.

He  was 
ordered  to  be  detained  at 
Gurtnavei  Royal  Hospital, 
Glasgow,  without  limit  of  time.

Italian  wines  escape  furore 


There  is  surprise  in  the  wine 
trade  that  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  has  raised'  no 
general  alarm  about  Lhc  con¬ 
tamination  of  Italian  wines  with 
the  chemical  diclhylenc  glycol, 
which  can  damage  the  nervous 
system  and  kidneys. 

Eight  Italian  wines  were 
identified  at  the  ministry's 
Norwich  laboratory  last  week  as 
containing  the  contaminant. 

When  diethylcnc  glycol  was 
originally  discovered  in  Aus¬ 
trian  wine,  discussions  between 
the  trade  and  Ihc  ministry  led  to 
a  public  statement  that  wines 
Irom  East  European  countries 
neighbouring  Austria  were

being  tested.  The  ministry  said 
yesterday  that  this  was  because 

Hungary.  Bulgaria  and  Yugosla¬ 
via  produced  similar  types  or 
wine  to  Austria  and  were  in  the 
same  wine  producing  region. 

No  East  European  wines  were 
found  to  be  contaminated,  but 
the  Italian  wines  which  have 
been  found  io  contain  diethy- 
lcne  glycol  include  two  Lam- 
bruscos.  bottled  by  Biscardo  of 
Verona,  who  supply  Stowclls  of 
Chelsea  with  several  vines  in 
their  Italian  range,  including 
b  towel  Is  Wine  Box  Soavc.  . 

A  spokesman  for  Stowclls. 
the  wine  subsidiary  or  Whiitv 
read,  said  yesterday  that  the 


company  would  be  testing  over 
the  weekend  all  its  wines  for 
diethylcnc  glycol  contami¬ 
nation.  AH  those  tested  so'  far 
had  proved  clean.  A  satement 
will  be  issued  when  the  testing 
is  complete,  probably  in  the 
middle  of  next  week. 

A  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
spokesman  said  last  night:  “We 
have  asked  the  trade  to  test  all 
wines  for  diethylene  glycol 
before  putting  them  on  sale,  and 
arc  ouiselves  testing  samples 
sent  by  the  trade  or  by  members 
ol  the  public.  These  do  include 
Italian  wines,  but  we  have  made 
no  special  call  for  Italian  wines 
IO  be  scrutinized  in  nnririilar-" 


Clamp  on  car  loans 
for  health  workers

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Cardinal  calls

'  As  the  Provisional  IRA  last 
j  night  prepared  to  increase  its 
campaign  of  violence  and  two 
Roman  Catholic  families 
mourned  their  dead.  Cardinal 
Tomas  O  Fiaich.  Primate  of  All 
Ireland,  said  that  no  one  should 
try  to  dress  up  such  evil  deeds 
under  the  cloak  of  war  or 
patriotism. 

As  Cardinal  O  Fiaich  spoke 
at  the  funeral  in  Coalisland.  co 
Tyrone.  of  Mr  Seamus 
McAvov.  a  wealthy  builder 
:  murdered  for  supplying  mat¬ 
erials  to  security  forces,  burial 
arrangements  were  being  made 
.  for  Mr  Daniel  Mallon.  aged  65. 

.  who  was  killed  after  being 
mistaken  fr  i  another  contractor 
to  the  police  force. 

Mr  Million  was  shot  in  the 
head  as  he  was  having  a  drink 
in  a  bar  near  his  home  in 
Sirabanc  when  two  masked 
nicn  entered.  They  called  out 
the  name  of  a  Protestant 
building  contractor  and  when 
Mr  M  alien  turned  round 
inquisitively  he  was  shot  in  the 
face. 

He  had  no  connection  with 
the  building  trade  or  the 
security  forces. 

Mr  Mallon's  son  John,  aged 
33.  who  has  a  brother  and  two 
sisters,  said:  “It's  so  pointless, 
senseless.  He  just  went  for  a 
drink  with  his  friends.  He 
enjoyed  their  company  -  drink¬ 
ing  with  men  of  his  own  age.  He 
was  a  lovely  man." 

The  man  targeted  for  the 
killing  was  a  Protestant  building 
contractor  who  was  believed 
jesterday  to  be  in  hiding.  He  is 
understood  to  have  been  work¬ 
ing  on  an  extension  to  Strabane 
police  station. 

Those  who  shot  Mr  Mallon 
left  a  stolen  car  in  a  nationalist 
housing  estate  near  by. 

Father  Anthony  Mulvey,  the 
local  priest,  said:  “In  any  son  of 
conflict  it  was  an  act  that  would 
have  to  be  described  as  cold¬ 
blooded  murder. 

“The  IRA  are  not  a  patriotic 
body.  the>  are  a  powcr-seckrng 
group  of  criminal  gangsters." 

At  the  funeral  of  Mr  McA¬ 
vov.  who  left  a  widow  and  six 
children.  Cardinal  O  Fiaich 
said:  “The  most  effective  means 
you  have  of  showing  your 
regard  for  the  late  Seamus 
McAxoy  is  by  a  complete 
rejection  of  violence  which  has 
brought  such,  crimes  and.  such 
sadness  into  our  midst,  by  an 
absolute  rejection  of  all  parami¬ 
litary  organizations  with  their 
guns  and  bombs,  their  murders 
and  kidnapping,  their  blackmail 
and  intimidation  and  extor¬ 
tion"*. 


Referring  to  reports  that  Mr 
McAvoy  could  have  bought 
“protection"  for  £30,000,  the 
Cardinal  added:  "It  is  possible 
he  could  have  purchased  his  life 
at  a  price,  but  he  refused  to  be 
cowed  by  threats. 

"This  is  a  challenge  to  all  of 
us  to  refuse  to  be  intimidated. 
Wc  must  stand  up  courageously 
for  all  human  rights,  but  the 
greatest  of  all  human  rights  is 
the  right  to  life  itself." 

By  midnight  last  night.  12 
men  named  by  the  IRA  as 
alleged  criminals  were  believed 
th  have  left  west  Belfast  where 
they  were  threatened  with 
"aclion"  by  IRA  active  service 
units. 

Midnight  was  also  the  dead¬ 
line  for  a  named  city  centre  bar 
to  go  out  of  business  with  the 
implicit  threat  that  if  it  did  not 
it  would  be  destroyed  by  a 
bomb. 

•  Martin  McGuinness,  the 
man  who  is  widely  believed  to 
be  the  IRA's  chief  of  stafT,  was 
freed  from  jail  yesterday.  Mr 
McGuinness.  aged  35.  the

1,000  mink  are 
freed  in 
raid  on  farm 

A  search  for  more  than- 1 .000 
mink  released  by  animal  rights 
activists  was  under  way  yester¬ 
day  in  the  New  Forest.  Hamp¬ 
shire.  after  raiders  broke  into 
the  Nine  Oaks  Farm  at  Han- 
gcrslcy,  near  Ringwood. 

They  smashed  open  cages 
and  sprayed  vehicles  with  paint 
stripper,  causing  hundreds  of 
pounds'  of  damage. 

Police  olTicers  and  volunteers 
scoured  ..  the  area  with  nets, 
gauntlets,  and  portable  cages  for 
hours  in  an  effort  to  round  up 
the  animals  believed  to  be 
worth  about  £ 1 0,000. 

Hampshire  police  said  later 
that  the  Animal  Liberation 
Front  had  claimed  responsi¬ 
bility  for  the  raid. 

The  police  said  yesterday: 
“This  was  a  very  irresponsible 
act.  These  animals  are  very 
spiteful  and  dangerous."  They

£140,000  for  fisherman 
who  lost  leg  in  crash 


A  fisherman  who  had  to  have 
his  leg  amputated  after  a 
motor-cycle  accident  was  yes¬ 
terday  awarded  £140,475 
damages  at^  the  Court  of 
Session  in  Edinburgh,  although 
he  admitted  being  over  the 
legal  limit  for  drinking  and 
driving  at  the  time  of  the  crash. 

Mr  Andrew  Thomson  aged 
34  of  Meadowbank,  Kirkwall, 
Orkney,  who  will  not  be  able  to 
go  to  sea  again,  sued  Mrs 
Henrietta  Jamieson  aged  63,  of 
The  Manse,  Quay  loo,  San-, 
dwick,  after  an  accident  on  the 
island  in  1982  ’  when  Mr* 
Thomson's  250cc  motor-cycle 
was  in  collision  with  Mrs 
Jamieson's  car. 


Mr  Thomson  had  admitted 
that  he  had  been  drinking  and 
a  test  showed  he  had  110  mg  of 
alcohol  per  100  ml  ofblood.  He 
said  Mrs  Jamieson,  who  was 
travelling  in  the  opposite 
direction,  had  polled  into  his 
path  causing  the  collision.  Mrs 
Jamieson  had  said  she  was  on 
her  side  of  the  road  and  had 
done  all  she  could  to  avoid  the 
accident. 

In  a  written  judgement.  Lord 
Mayfield  said  there  was  no 
.  evidence;,  that  Mr  Thomson's 
drinking  had  impaired  ‘his 
driving:  He  said  he  did  not 
think  the  drink  factor  was 
significant  in  deriding  the 
question  of  negligence.

South  African  business  leaders  form 
lobby  to  speed  apartheid  reform

A  lobby  of  leading  South 
African  businessmen  is  to  be  set 
up  to  press  the  Government  to 
speed  up  its  programme  of 
apartheid  reform. 

Mr  Raymond  Ackerson. 
chairman  of  one  of  South 
Africa's  biggest  supermarket 
chains,  said  yesterday  that  he 
was  setting  up  a  “committee  of 
ten"  top  businessmen  which 
would  use  its  financial  muscle 
to  press  for  reform  and  to 
promote  dialogue  with  non- 
clecicd  black  leaders. 

“It  will  act  as  a  pressure 
group  and  a  dialogue  group.  We 
will  talk  to  the  non-elecied 
leaders  so  that  wc  know  the 
feelings  of  those  who  do  not 
have  the  opportunity  to  speak 
for  themselves." 

Mr  Ackerman  said  his  de¬ 
cision  to  form  the  group  arose 
-out  of  “such  a  feeling  of 
hopelessness"  after  the  recent 
speech  by  President  Botha 
which  quashed  hopes  of  speedy 
reform. 

Mr  Ackerman's  business  is 
being  badly  affected  by  the 
box  colt  of  white-owned  stores 


which  is  spreading  throughout 
the  country. 

He  said  he  hoped  his  group  of 
10  would  act  as  a  link  between

Fifteen  members  of  the 
House  of  Representatives'  and 
two  senators  have  condemned 
to  Rev  Jarry  Falwcll.  leader  ot 
the  7.5  million  Moral  Majority 
group,  for  saying  that  Bishop 
Tutu,  the  black  Anglican  Bishop 
of  Johannesburg,  was  a  phoney 
as  far  as  representing  the  black 
people  of  South  Africa  was 
concerned”. 

They  said:  "Bishop  Tutu  is  a 
man  of  integrity,  one  of  the 
most  thoughtful  leaders  in 
South  Africa  today."  Reagan 


Administration  officials  have 
similarly  praised  Bishop  Tutu;." 

Representative  Stewart 
McKinney,  a  Republican  from 
Connecticut,  speaking  for  the 
Republican  group,  told  a  press. 
Conference  that  Mr  Falwcll 
could'  not  be  allowed  to  speak 
for  America.

Gandhi  sees  Punjab  poll 
as  reply  to  terrorism 


Delhi  (AP)  -  India's  Prime 
Minister.  Mr  Rajiv  Gandhi, 
said  yesterday  that  elections  in 
Punjab  were  ihe  "people's 
answer  to  the  brute  force”  of 
terrorism  and  that  all  political 
panics  must  face  the  challenge 
of  violence  united. 

"Shall  wc  allow  the  exercise 
of  ihe  free  will  of  the  people  to 
be  obstructed,  frustrated  and 
subverted  by  the  forces  of 
extremism  and  terrorism?”  he 
said  in  parliamcnu 

The  Election  -Committee 
announced  on  Thursday  that 
elections  in  Punjab  would  be 
held  on  September  25  instead  of 
September  22.  as  originally 
scheduled. 

The  Government  has  decided 
to  proceed  with  the  poll  depsite 
warnings  from  opposition  par- 
lies  that  premature  elections 
would  prompt  more  terrorist 
attacks. 

Opposition  leaders  urged 
Delhi  to  postpone  elections 
after  the  moderate  Sikh  leader. 
Harchand  Singh  Longowal,  was 
assassinated  on  Tuesday. 

“Either  all  political  parties 
unitedly  face  the  sinister  chal¬

The  report  reflected  the  deep 
divisions  within  Canada  on  this 
issue,  which  were  discovered 
first-hand  h>  the  committee  at  a 
public  hearings  across  the 
country 

The  majority  said  that  the 
committee  had  been,  unable  to 
obtain  "crucial  information'’ 
about  the  strategic,  financial 
and  economic  implications  of 
the  Star  Wars  invitation,  be¬ 
cause  the  material  was  classified 
or  otherwise  unavailable.

He 
would  not  soy  how-  many  were 
leaving,  or  whether  any  were 
staying  in  Uganda.  They  took 
three  lorry-loads  of  neatly 
packed  boxes  and  bundles,  and 
while  they  waited  at  the  airport 
squatted  in  groups  or  posed  for 
photographs. 

Their  presence  in  Uganda  has 
been  sensitive  and  secretive, 
and  i  was  told  at  the  airport  as  i 
watched  them  go  that  I  bad 
attracted  the  attention  of  a 
“special  unit",  and  that  l  should 
leave  immediately  for  my  own 

safety. 

Officially,  the  North  Koreans 
are  described  as  military  train¬ 
ing  teams,  buz  they  have  been 
involved  in  manning  artillery 
and  mortars  in  battles  against 
l he  rebels.

While  they  emphasize 
the  need  fa  Brazil  to  continue 
producing  sophisticated  manu¬

Angelic  Conver¬ 
sation,  a  visual  setting  for  a  group  of 
Shakespeare  sonnets,  and  -Imagining 
October,  shot  on  the  wing  in  Moscow, 
develop  ingenious  techniques  of 


combining  video  and  film,  to  achieve 
not  only  economy  but  also  new 
optical  effects.  The  films  were 
included  in  a  special  tribute  to 
Jarman,  the  outstanding  visionary  of 
British  cinema,  who  is  at  last  about  to 
start  his  long-awaited  feature  film 
Carravaggio.  with  the  financial 
support  of  the  British  Film  Institute. 

Ron  Peck's  brilliant  little  squib. 
What  Can  1  Do  With  A  Male  Node? - 
produced  like  the  Jarman  films  by 
James  Mackay  -  also  uses  the 
economical  technique  of  video  trans¬ 
fer.  without  any  evident  sacrifice  in 
image  quality.  The  film  is  a  reflection 
upon  the  Bright  Video-Recordings 
Bill,  which  will  require  an  army  of 
censors  to  ensure  that  no  eyes  but 
those  of  qualified  medical  men  are 
sullied  by  the  sight  of  human 
genitalia.  In  Peck's  film,  a  nervous 
photographer  conducts  his  model 
through  all  the  contortions  demanded 


by  Decency,  until  a  momentary  and 
accidental  frontal  flash  brings  in  all 
the  might  of  the  police  cars  and 
helicopters. 

In  Half  Life  the  Australian  Dennis 
O'Rourke,  mainly  known  as  an 
ethnographic  film-maker,  conducts  a 
devastating  investigation  into  the 
after-  effects  of  the  1954- American 
nuclear  lest  "Bravo”  in  the  Marshall 
Islands,  when  the  inhabitants  of 
neighbouring  atolls  were  contami¬ 
nated  by  radioactive  fall-out.  At  the 
time,  the  failure  to  evacuate  the 
islanders  (American  ships  actually 
sailed  away)  was  put  down  to  error, 
time  fairly  conclusively  rules  out  that 
possibility.  The  unfortunate  islanders 
proved  and  remain  invalable  guinea- 
pigs.  O'Rourke  marshals  tu's  evidence, 
including  an  astonishing  contempor¬ 
ary  record  film  which  cheerfully 
writes  off  the  Marshall  Islanders  as 
“Savages”  The  question  of  guilt  is 


less  significant  than  the  daily  horrors 
that  will  for  decades  continue  to 
wreck  these  hapless  lives.

‘Darling,  I've  got  wonderful  news' 


As  a  South  African  -writer  T  stand 
ashamed  before  the  world.  Through 
the  colour  of  my  skin,  which  is 
white,  and  through  my  language, 
which  is  Afrikaans.  I  am  identified 
with  an  establishment  which  is 
relentlessly  plunging  the  sub-conti¬ 
nent  of  .Africa  into  chaos  and 
despair,  whereas  through  every  fibre 
of  my  being  I  abhor  what  is  being 
perpetrated  by  my  people. 

What  has  been  happening  in 
South  Africa  during  the  past  year, 
since  the  first  violence  in  protest 
against  the  confidence  trick  by 
which  the  government  drew  a 
handful  of  coloureds  and  Indians' 
into  an  unholy  alliance  against  the 
vast  majority  of  defranchised  South 
Africans,  has  brought  me  closer  to 
pessimism,  as  a  person  and  as  a 
writer,  than  I  have  ever  been  in  my 
life.  Yet  I  elect  to  stay  in  the  country 
and  to  continue  to  write.  Why?  . 

Many  of  my  reasons  are  admit¬ 
tedly  obscure  and  emotional  and 
have  to  do  with  the  mystical  bond, 
incomprehensible  to  many  out¬ 
siders.  that  links  true  Africans,  black 
and  white,  to  their  continent  in  the 
same  way  as  Russians  arc  bound  to 
Mother  Russia.  But  at  least  some  of 
mv  reasons  are  more  rational.  They 
have  to  do  with  my  conviction  that 
what  the  Pretoria  government  is 
doing  is  by  no  means  typical  of  the 
Afrikaner  thaL  in.facL  it  is  just  as 
much  a  betrayal  of  what  Afrikaners 
can  be  as  it  is  of  the  dreams  of  the 
black  population. 

I  know  that  many  Afrikaners, 
notably  among  the  young  gener¬ 
ation.  have  reacted  with  despair  and 
rage  against  the  speech  in;  which 
President  Botha  betrayed  the  hopes 
not  only  of  the  outside  world  but  of 
peacefully  inclined  'South  Africans 
as  well.  Even  if  one  were  to  give 
Botha  the  benefit  of  one's  consider¬ 
able  doubt  and  accept  that  his 
speech  was  really  based  on  good 
intentions,  the  most  it  would 
demonstrate  would  be  how  wholly 
and  complete!)  he  and  his  govern- 


ment  are  out  of  touch  with  the  mood 
in  their  own  country.  ,  _  ». 

“I  have  the  fertsflJheAepeatediy 
emphasized..

nowadays  assisted  by  the  -army, 
might  be  justified  to  react  and  add  to 
the  statistics  of. deaths,  injuries  and 
detentions?

children  aged  1 1  and  12.  picked  up 
at  random  on  the  streets.. in. pinball 
arcades  or  drinking  places,  herded 
together  in  conditions  worse  than 
those  reserved  ’.for  convicted  crimi- 
nals.  and  subjected  to  systematic 
torture  (ihc  "helicopter’.  .  ride”!

Of  Course  .there  are  Afrikaners 
beset  by  a  Masa'da  complex:  those 
who.' like  the  ,band  of  roaring  mice 
who  are  iheir  present  leaders,  may, 
prefer  to  die  raiher  than  share  the 
power  and  the  resources  of  the 
country ’in  which  they  are  a  small 
minority.  But  '  there  are  otter 
Afrikaners  loo:  '  those  who  have 
inherited'-from  generations  of  prede¬ 
cessors,  .the  humility  to  adapt  to 
Africa  and  her  rhythms,  her 
demands  and  needs:  those  who  have  • 
suryi ved  for  three .  centuries  not 
because  they  'simply  lorded  it  over 
exploited  aborigines,  but  because 
they  discovered .  where  they  truly 
belong:  those'  w.ho  justifiably  pride 
themselves  oh_  being  Africa's  first 
freedom  fighters'  and  who  are- 
prepared  to  grant  others  what  they 
themselves  havp  canted.

A  walk  on  the  mild  side 


The  prophet  Isaiah  pitches  it  pretty 
high.  "For  \c  shall  go  out  with  joy. 
and  be  led'  forth  with  peace:  the 
mountains  and  the  hills  shall  break 
forth  before  xou  into  singing,  and  all 
the  trees  of  the  field  shall  clap  their 
hands."  But  of  course  there  are 
walks.  and  there  arc  walks. 

There  is  walking  the  dog.  walking 
to  the  local,  and  the  Sunday 
afternoon  walk,  just  as  there  is 
Xenophon's  1 1  a  Ik  I'p  into  Persia, 
the  astronauts'  walk  on  the  moon, 
and  Foster  Powell's  walk  from 
London  Bridge  to  Canterbury  (and 
back)  in  under  24  hours.  There  is  fell 
walking  with  Alfred  Wainvvright  and 
donkex  walking  with  Robert  Louis 
Stevenson.  There  is  the  walk 
through  the  Valley  of  the  Shadow  of 
Death,  and  there  is  .!  Walk  on  the 
H  i/d  Side.  There  is  God’s  walk  in 
the  garden  in  the  cool  of  the  evening, 
and  the  Devil’s  Walk.  as  recorded  in 
tripping  verse  by  Southey  and 
Coleridge. 

And  that  is  only  the  first  step. 
There  are  Long  Walks  over  the 
ridgeways  with  Adam  Nicolson.  and 
a  Short  Walk  through  the  Hindu 
Kush  with  Eric  Newby.  There  is 
Hookey  Walker  and  there  is  Johnnie 
Walker  Iwhich.  in  its  liquid  form.  A. 
N.  Cooper,  the  Walking  Parson, 
recommended  be  poured  directly 
into  the  boot  to  prevent  damp). 
There-  is  walking  out  with,  and 
walking  out  on,  not  to  mention 
walking  all  over  the  dearly  beloved. 
There  is  the  Walrus's  gastronomic 
walk  with  the  Carpenter,  and  Lord 
Byron's  lady  who  walked  “in 
Beauty.  like  the  night  of  cloudless 
climes  and  starry  skies”.  There  is 
Captain  Hook's  walking  or  the 
plank.  There  is  the  sponsored  walk, 
the  Olympic  walk,  and  most 
miraculous  of  all.  the  baby's  first 
walk  (minimum,  two  steps). 

There  is  in  fact  a  whole  world  ol 
walking  for  us.  an  infinite  variety  of 
upright  locomotion,  for  what  Shelley 
once  called  "this  race  of  featherless 
bi-pcds".  Yet  philosophically 
viewed  and  historically  understood. 
I  think  wc  can  say  of  walking  -  as  De 
Quincey  once  said  of  murder  -  that 
it  can  properly  be  considered  as  one 
of  the  fine  arts. 

Anthropologists  tell  us  that 
walking,  like  weapon-making,  .was 
one  of  the  earliest  achievements  of 
homo  sapiens;  something  that 
distinguishes  us  (if  that  is  the  right 
word)  from  the  apes.  Certainly  in 
Britain,  the  ancient  upland  track¬ 
ways  that  radiate  out  along  the  chalk 
escarpments  from  Stonehenge,  are 
one  of  the 'first  signs  of  civilization; 
and  in  the  hands  of  the  modern 
Countryside  Commission,  one  of  its 
Iasi  hopes.  Yet  walking  in  the  true 
sense,  walking  freed  from  functional 
necessity,  walking  for  its  own  sake  - 
in  short.  Fine  Walking  -  is  a 
comparatively  recent  discovery. 
Indeed,  it  seems  to  me  that  it  is 
probably  not  more  than  200  years 
aid. 

It  is  true  that  the  roads,  or  ai  least 
the  green  lanes  and  packhorse 
tracks,  of  late  medieval  England 
were  thronged  with  pedestrian 
travellers.  Quite  apart  from  Chauc¬ 
er's  pilgrims,  there  would  have  been 
whole  populations  of  pedlars, 
linkers,  mendicant  friars,  seasonal 
labourers,  ballad-mongers  (Autoly- 
cus.  for  one),  fortune-tellers  and 
plain  tramps.  The  Tudor  Vagrancy 
Acts  frequently  tried  to  put  the  boot 
•in.  but  all  these  were  really 
professional  pedestrians,  walking,  in 
one  way  or  another,  on  business  and 
lautc  de  mints. 

The  amateur  walkers  -  those  who 
walked  for  the  love  of  it.  or  the  hell 
of  it  -  were  very  few.  and  largely 
dismissed  as  eccentrics.  Among 
them  were  Tom  Coryale  (1577- 
1617).  who  walked1  to  Venice  and 
back,  and  then  hung  up  his  shoes  in 
the  local  parish  church:  Thomas 
Hobbes  (1588- 161 7k  the  brutish' 
philosopher  who  pounded  the  hills, 
of  Derbyshire  in  boots  of  Spanish 
leather  laced  up  the  side  with  black 
silk  ribbons,  while  working  on 
Leviathan-,  and  best  of  all  perhaps. 
■Will  Kemp,  the  amiable  actor  who 
played  Shakespeare's*  fools,  who  'in 
February  1600  walked  -  or  rather, 
jigged  from  Norwich- 16  London, r

But  it  was  not  until,  the  late  iSth 
century,  at  precisely  ihe  moment 
when .  alternative  transport  in  the 
form  of  mail-coaches,  post-chaiscs 
and  donkey-cans  came  into  general 
public  use.  that  Fine  Walking  came 
into  the  kingdom.

the  sporting  walkers  and  the 
romantic  ramblers,'  Their  humor¬ 
ously  opposed  philosophies  still 
undcriy  mtich  •  of  our  modem 
walking  an,  ' 

The  sporting  walkers,  the  racing 
pedesfrians  or  “peds”-  tike '  Foster 
Powell  and  Captant  Barclay,  were 
true  time  '  and  distance  '  men', 
Homeric  figures.  They  were'  dedi-1 
caied  to 'the  art  of  speeding  between, 
fixed  points,  “strict  heel  and  ioe”. 
often  for  considerable  sums  of 
money. "Barclay,'  for  instance,  under¬ 
took  the  heroic  and  insane'  wager  ot 
walking  1.000  miles  in  LOGO  hours 
(a  feat  whieft  required  '42  days  of 
"consecutive,  nouriy-one^ibilc  walks, 
-which  never  allowed  htht-Vnore  than 
30  minutes  sleep  at  any  one  lime). 
He  did  it,  and  won  logically  enough.

l.OOti  guineas.'  Barclay  pioneered, 
incidentally. . '  the  walker’s  loo« 
Uanncf  trouser,  thick  woollen  socks 
and  Icathcr-solcd  boots. 

The  Captain  also  besported  a 
.  woollen  night-cap  while  on  the 
march  -  the  tru?  ancestor  of  all 
those  knitted  bobble-hats  that  now 
strike  terror  deep  into  the  heart  of 
Pennine  sheep..  His  avatars  can  be 
seen  striding  along  Offa’s  Dyke,  in 
line  astern,  or  beating  the  .heather 
with  watch  and  yom pass  along  die 
Southern  Upland  Way.  These  latter- 
day  heroes  '  were  characterized 
'  approvingly  by  the  scholar  and 
fearful  pedestrian  A.  H.  Sidgwick!  as 
early  as  1912,  in  Jiis  Walking  Essays. 
They  were:  “Class, A,  .twenty-fbur- 
mileM-day  mere, who  average  about 
4 miles  an  hour  oh  a  good  road., 
and  stride  40  inches  or  over,  they 
tend  to  be  mug-yvumps,  mistrusters 
.  of  rhetoric.  loyeh  of  .the  classic  art 
‘  and  music  arid  literature,  of  tfte. 
distilled  and  clarified  products  of 
imagination  and  insight”  -.in  which 
1  fear  he  did  not  include  malt 
whisky.-  '• 

Sidgwick  ajsp  came  down. firmly 
against.  t,hc  decadence '  of  solitary 
walking,  .(sndthcr  distinction, 
between  sporting  and  ■romantic): 


“walking  alone  is.  of  course,  on  a 
much,  lower  moral  plane  than 
•  walking  in  company... it  is  an 
abnormal  function  of  life,  a  subject 
for  -pathology  rtuher  than  physi¬ 
ology.”  The  only  occasion  when  he 
would  allow  such  a  solitary  vice,  was 
when  the  walker  “had  tbc  Hump”. 

Nevertheless,  the  romantic  ram¬ 
blers  were  simultaneously  making 
their  indelible  footmark  in  this  first 
golden  age  of  walking.  Their-  leader 
was  of  course  William  Wordsworth, 
who  may  lay  claim  lo  having 
pioneered  many  of  the  more  subtle 
aspects  of  the  aru  fell-walking  in  the 
Lakes  and  Yorkshire;  walking  by- 
moonlight  or  starlight:  completing . 
one  o\  the  earliest  recorded  ped¬ 
estrian  (purs  of  thc  Alpaand  Italy  m 
1 790, (he  carried  his  rucksack  on  his 
head.  a.  practise  not  widely  imiy 
taicdk  and  most  significant  of  alL 
writing  books  and  poems  -  his 
(ittidc  to  the  Lakes,  and  The  Prelude 
-  in  'which  walking  in  dose 
communion  with  nature  forms  such 
a  central  inspiration. 

.Actually  "rambling”  is  partly  a 
misnomer  for  the  romantic  writers 
al'ooL  They  wen:  athletic  by  any 
standards.  Coleridge  walked  from 
Bridgwater  to  Bristol  (4!  miles  or  so) 
in  oneday.  talking  poetry  all  the  way 
with  •  young  William  Hazlitt;  and 
returned  alone  the  next  day  '  to 
Nether  Stowey.  “not  much  tired”. 
He  also.  ' walked  from  the  Hartz 
mountains  to  Hamburg  with  only 
one  change  of  shirt  and  a  hot  bread 
poultice  on  a  sore  joint,  smelling  so 
fruity  that  he  was  “in  modal  fear” 
that  he  would  meet  a  “blind  and 
hungry”  beggar  on  lh*  way. 

Hazlitt  himself  wrote  one  of  the 
finest  of  all  pedestrian  essays; '  On 
doing  on  a  Journey,  in  which  he 
summarized  all  those  solitary, 
humpish  joys  so  frowned  upon  by 
Sidgwick.  but  which  will  surely. -find 
an  answering  echo  even  in  the 
plastic,  anorackcd,  bosom  of  the 
modern  hiker.  “Give  me  the  clear 
blue  sky  over  my*  head,  and  the  green 
turf  beneath  my  feet,  a  winding  rbad 
before  me,  and  a  three  hours'  march 
to  dinner  -  and  then  to  thinking!  It 
is  hard  if  I  cannot  Stan  some  game 
on  these  lone  heaths.  I  laugh.  I  run,  I 
leap.  I  sing  for  joy . . .  The  long-for- 
gotten  things,  like  ‘sunken  wrack 
and  sum  less  treasuries',  burst- upon 
my  eager  sight,  and  I  begin  to  feel, 
think,  and  be  myself  again:”  The 
spirit  of  Will  Kemp  would  certainly 
have  approved,  -  heel  and  toe,  cap 
and  bell. 

.  The  history  of  fine  walking  since 
that  golden  age  is  now  much  better 
known  through  a  delightful  volume 
by  Morris  Marplcs  entitled  Shanks’s 
Pony  (1959).  which  is  long  overdue 
for^  republicatkm.  Moreover,  the 
genial  struggle  between  sporting  and 
romantic  philosophies  will  be  found 
running  like  1  a  leitmotif  through 
many  modem  classics  of  the 
pedestrian  genre. 

It  can  be  glimpsed  in  Hilaire 
Belloc,  author  of  The  Path  to  Rome, 
who  observed,  crisply  that  “the 
detestable  habit  of  walking  for 
exercise  .warps  the  soul".  It  can  be 
traced  through  the  marvellous  books 
of  John  Hillaby,  who  wrote  that 
perfect  stepping-out  sentence:  “Bri¬ 
tain  is  just  small  enough  to  be

I  well  remember  my  first  encounter 
with  pizza.  It  occurred  around  1953, 
m  a  green-tiled,  multi-mirrored 
Forte’s  milk  bar  just  off  Piccadilly 
Circus.  “Try  a  pizza",  the  notice 
challenged  my  grandmother  and  me. 
Wc  discussed  how .  it  might  be 
pronounced,  could  not  agree,  de-' 
cidcd  wc  wouldn't  like  it  anyway, 
and  settled  (as  we  always  did  in  the 
end)  for  a  cindcry  Welsh  rarebit. 

After  two  years  in  New  York,  I 
must  admit  that  a  good  slice  of 
Sicilian,  sprinkled  with  Parmesan 
and  black  pepper,  beats  any  Welsh 
rarebit  even  my  grandmother  could 
make.  Sicilian  pizza  comes,  riot  in 
the  usual  bendy  spear  shape,  but  in  a 
yellow  and  scarlet  wedge  as  thickly 
fortifying  as  a  plate  of  lasagna.  The 
best  I  have  tasted  conies  from 
Mimi's  Napoli  pizza  place  on 
Lexington  Avenue  at  84th  Street. 

Mimi's  would  win  no  prizes  for 
decor.  There  is  a  street  counter,  an 
inside  counter,  a  price-list,' a  notice 
advising  one  not  to  ask  for  credit,  a . 
huge  old  blackened  oven,  a  signed 
pholograph-of  Neil  Sedaka.  and  a  six 
or  seven  foot  stack  of  flat  white 
cardboard  boxes  folded  ready  for 
orders  to  go.

Pizza  is  the  New  Yorker's, 
universal  palliative.  The  diners 'in 


cutting  up  finished  pizzas  with  sharp 
little  metal  wheels,  fulfilling  esoteric 
requests  for  added  peppers  or 
anchovies,  and  providing  toe  in¬ 
variable  accompaniment  (favoured 
even  by  old  ladies  and  millionaire 
industrialists)  of  soda  in  outsize 
.  papa  cups  crunching  with  pack  ice. 

Once,  as  I  stood  there  in  running 
kit,  screwing  up  ray  courage  to  order 
‘  a  meatball  “  hero"  -  Bruce 
Springsteen  being  rumoured  to  have 
grown  up  on  them  -  one  of  the 
floury  men  thrust  an  enormous 
papa  cup  into  my  hand.

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BUMPING  TOWARDS  THE  SUMMIT 


Growing  fears  on  epidemic  illness 


The  furore  over  Soviet  use 
o|-  chemicals  against  western 
diplomats  should  be  regarded  by 
neither  side  as  a  reason  for 
postponing  the  November 
summit  between  President 
Reagan  and  Mr  Gorbachov. 
Expert  opinion  suggests  that  the 
threat  to  the  health  of  foreigners 
m  Nloscow  was  not  severe,  and 
the  practice  has  probably  now 
ceased  thanks  to  the  publicity. 

Moscow-based  diplomats 
certainly  deserve  their  hardship 
allowances  however  -  even  if 
some  of  them  apparently  are 
sceptical  of  these  specific 
allegations.  In  1976  Washington 
complained  that  Soviet  agencies 
"cre  bombarding  the  US 
Embassy  with  dangerous  micro- 
wave  radiation,  presumably  to 
interfere  with  communications 
equipment.  Then  there  was  the 
case  of  the  German  electronics 
expert  who  annoyed  the  K.GB  by 
cleansing  the  West  German 
embassy,  of  monitoring  devices. 
He  was  shot  in  the  buttocks  with 
nitrogen  mustard  gas  from  which 
he  recovered  only  after  a  long 
and  painful  illness.  The  ricin 
poison  pellet  which  killed  Mr 
Cicorgi  Markov,  the  Bulgarian 
writer  working  for  BBC  external 
broadcasting,  was  believed  to  be 
a  KGB  product. 

Western  secret  services,  of 
course,  also  stand  accused  of 
plotting  dirty  tricks.  The 
Cl  A  considered  poisoning  Fidel 


Castro's  cigars,  blowing  him  up 
with  an  exploding  seashell,  and 
contaminating  his  swimming 
gear  with  tuberculosis  bacilli  - 
assassination  plots  that  were 
dropped  when  it  emerged  that 
they  did  not  have  the  support  of 
.  the  US  President.  The  Soviet 
leaders  betray  fewer  qualms  and 
greater  iniquity  however.  Past 
leaders  are  known  to  have 
awarded  medals  to  assassins,  and 
being  chairman  of  the  KGB  did 
not  stop  Mr  Andropov  becoming 
supreme  leader,  or  the  present 
chairman.  General  Viktor 
Chebrikov,  reaching  full 
membership  of  the  ruling 
Politburo. 

This  direct  responsibility 
means  that  Soviet  leaders  cannot 
convincingly  deny  all  knowledge 
of  their  agents’  dirty  tricks. 
By  insisting  in  public  that  the 
KGB  fulfils  a  purely  honourable 
function,  they  further  reduce 
what  little  credibility  they  retain 
in  international  negotiations. 

Yet  precisely  because  we  know 
these  things  *  are  a  constant 
feature  of  East-West  relations, 
it  is  argued  by  some  that 
Washington  cannot  be  serious 
about  the  Geneva  summit  to 
have  made  such  a  fuss  about  a 
relatively  minor  matter.  Timing 
is  certainly  important:  Mr 
Khrushchev  killed  the  I960 
Paris  summit  by  demanding  an 
apology  from  President  Eisen¬ 


hower  over  the  U-2  spy  Bights 
which  actually  ’  began  years 
earlier.  There  issiiil  time  to  clear 
the  air  by  November.  Last  week 
Pravda  devoted  half  its  back 
page  for  three  days  to  a  counter¬ 
espionage  account,  blaming 
the  CIA  for  subverting  Soviet 
citizens.  It  is  in  this  context  of 
unceasing  propaganda  warfare 
that  the  latest  incident  should  be 
regarded,  not  as  a  torpedo 
deliberately  aimed  at  sinking  all 
hope  of  improved  contacts. 

All  too  often  advocates  of 
a  new  detente  demand  that 
western  officials  play  down  or 
ignore  Soviet  misdeeds  to  ensure 
an  improved  atmosphere  for 
negotiations.  Others  insist  that  it 
is  wrong  for  the  West  to  respond 
to  Soviet  military1  developments 
by  producing  even  more  power¬ 
ful  counter  weapons,  and  dismiss 
as  mere  propaganda  the  Reagan 
administration's  arguments  for 
its  anti-satellite  testing  pro¬ 
gramme.  These  calls  for  polite 
silence  arc  as  misplaced  as  the 
demands  of  some  senators  that 
the  US  Embassy  in  Moscow  be 
closed  in  protest  at  the  threat 
to  diplomats'  health.  Only  a 
realistic  view  of  Soviet  practices, 
coupled  with  dear  determination 
to  negotiate  over  the  central 
issues  dividing  the  superpowers, 
can  lead  to  a  successful  summit 
and  offer  some  hope  of  genuine 
improvement  in  relations. 


LATIN  TEMPERS  COOL 


Elected  governments  now  rule  in 
Latin  America  to  an  extent  that 
no  observer  would  have  dared  to 
predict  four  years  ago.  There  has 
been  a  peaceful  transfer  of  power 
in  bcleagured  Peru.  Bolivia  has 
elected  that  country's  most 
veteran  civilian  politician  presi¬ 
dent  once  again.  Generals 
Sirocssner  and  Pinochet.  Doctor 
Castro  and  President  DuvaJier 
arc  the  only  dictators  left.  Not 
one  of  these  seems  likely  to  stop 
governing  soon,  so  one  can 
reckon  that  the  vein  of  euphoria 
produced  in  the  region  by  the 
return  of  democracy  or  by  the 
confirmation  of  democratic  prac¬ 
tices  has  been  temporarily 
exhausted.  A  second  phase  of 
debt  negotiations  casts  a  sha¬ 
dowed  gloom,  and  the  prospects 
of  peace  in  central  America 
remain  uncertain. 

The  last  three  years  have 
certainly  been  unusually  eventful 
in  Latin  America.”  the  Falklands 
War.  the  onset  of  the  debt  crisis, 
the  end  of  military  government 
in  Argentina,  Brazil  and  Uru¬ 
guay,  the  successive  crises  in  El 
Salvador,  the  formation  of  the 
Contadora  group,  new  attempts 
to  make  peace  with  old  guerrillas 
in  Colombia  and  a  new  guerrilla 
threat  in  Peru,  the  hardening  of 
United  States’  policy  in  central 
America,  the  invasion  of 
Granada,  United  Stales'  indiffer¬ 
ence  to  or  loss  of  influence  in  the 
south  .  .  .  This  is  a  long  list  of 
no\ cities  but,  all  the  same,  the 
importance,  of  these  phenomena 
has  been  hard' to  analyse:  Latin 
America  has  defaulted  on  debts 
before,  it  has  seen  many  false 
dawns.  Events  are  not  the  same 
as  changes:  how  much  has  really 
changed”? 

Doctor  Castro’s  recent  con¬ 
vening  in  .Havana  of  a  collo¬ 
quium  on  the  debt  question  did 
not  produce  any  startling  pro¬ 
nouncements.  The  major 
dcbiors-staycd  away,  few  import¬ 
ant  politicians  attended,  though 
most  welcomed  the  occasion  or 
the  invitation  to  state  their 


particular  views.  The  event  was 
nonetheless  a  significant  one.  It 
showed  the  Cuban  leader  for  the 
present  to  be  anxious  to  give  no 
sign  of  wishing  to  subvert  his 
neighbours;  wishing  rather  to 
join  with  them  in  fierce  dis¬ 
cussion  of  matters  of  common 
concern.  The  solutions  he  him¬ 
self  proposed  were  propagandis¬ 
ts  and  utopian,  but  the  atmos¬ 
phere  was  not  exactly  revol¬ 
utionary.  In  that  last  respect  the 
conference  matched  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  Latin  America  and  the 
Caribbean. 

First,  democratically  elected 
governments  are  hard  to  subvert 
in  Latin  America  as  elsewhere. 
Those  who  make  the  attempt  are 
highly  unlikely  to  succeed  and 
therefore  unlikely  to  enjoy 
Cuban  support.  Elected  Latin 
American  governments  and 
Doctor  Castro  usually  find  it 
mutually  advantageous  now¬ 
adays  to  establish  normal  re¬ 
lations.  The  days  when  Mexico 
alone  had  diplomatic  relations 
with  revolutionary  Cuba  are  long 
past,  and  the  most  recent  Latin 
American  head  of  state  to  visit 
Havana  was  the  President  of 
Ecuador,  a  conservative  whose 
views  on  the  debt  question  are  of 
•impeccable  financial  ortho¬ 
doxy..  Dr  Castro’s  predominant 
personal  interest  has  long  been 
international  relations  -  hence 
the  “technocratization”  of  the 
Cuban  economy  on  Soviet 
bureaucratic  lines  -  and  his 
present  convenience  obviously 
does  not  lie  in  isolation.  All  the 
same,  he  is  responding  to 
changed  circumstances,  in  which 
guerrilla  warfare  and  terrorism 
should  be  seen  more  and  more  as 
strategies  of  the  pasL 

In  Central  America  the  United 
Stales’  determination  to  resist 
.the  guerrilla  overthrow  of  the 
Salvadorian  government  was 
undoubtedly  a  turning  point, 
though  some  observers  on  both 
sides  of  the  conflict  believe  that . 
if  the  determination  slackens  the 
guerrilla  strategy  can  and  will  be 
simply  revived.  Divisions  in  the 


Salvadorian  opposition  show 
that  its  more  lucid  members 
question  such  a  conclusion,  and 
developments  in  Colombia  and 
more  recently  in  Peru  suggest 
that  the  problem  is  more  com¬ 
plex,  more  political.  Some  guer¬ 
rillas  can  be  induced  to  engage  in 
talks  -  some  find  it  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  impossible  to  refuse.  The 
Colombian  peace  process  has 
been  incomplete,  statistically 
disappointing  in  reducing  viol¬ 
ence  and  marred  by  mistakes 
and  omissions,  but  it  has 
demonstrated  the  limitation  of 
guerrilla  support  and  capacity.  It 
has*' been  worth  the  effort,  and 
criticisms  point  toward  a  need  to 
improve  it  not  to  abandon  it. 
Similar  processes  are  likely  to 
bring  about  the  same  results 
elsewhere.  The  numbers  of 
guerrillas  remain  small:  outside 
central  America  their  signifi¬ 
cance  lies  most  in  their  damag¬ 
ing  economic  impact  particularly 
in  Peru,  and  in  the  political 
torpor  induced  anywhere  by  the 
successive  acts  of  ineffectual 
violence.  The  largest  guerrilla 
force  in  Latin  America  at  present 
may  well  be  the  Nicaraguan 
Contras.  Their  economic  impact 
is  certainly  damaging,  their 
political  effectiveness  has  yet  to 
be  proved. 

For  the  majority  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Latin  America  the 
most  significant  “guerrilla  war¬ 
fare”  will  be  that  fought  by 
individual  debtor  governments 
with  the  region's  creditors.  It  will 
go  on  for  a  long  time.  Here  loo 
the  Havana  meeting  had  its 
significance,  though  not  all  that 
its  convenor  intended.  If  any 
consensus  was  apparent  it  was 
that,  with  the  degree  of  increased 
communication  that  comes  from 
common  democratic  origin,  each 
government  will  seek  its  best 
advantage.  The  performances  of 
the  major  debtors  since  1982 
have  not  been  altogether  lacking 
in  realism,  decision  and  courage, 
qualities  not  so  apparent  in  the 
previous,  less  democratic  dec¬ 
ade. 


HALLEY’S  HOLIDAY 


The  last  time  Halley's  Comet  got 
as  dose  as  it  is  today.  The  Times 
simph-  recorded  the  excitement 
of  the  astronomers  on  mountain 
tops:  if  gave  a  column  to  the 
scientific  minutiae,  and  made  no 
reference  to  the  unscientific 
powers  of  doom-foretelling  that 
Halley’s  possesses.  There  was  no 
reference  to  the  Star  of  Bethle¬ 
hem  or  to  the  light  in  the  sky  at 
the  Battle  of  Hastings,  or  to  the 
bringer  of  famine,  plague  and 
wars  that  this  occasional  visitor 
is  said  to  be. 

We  were  busier  that  day 
commenting  on  the  issues  of  the 
momenL  There  was  a  long  leader 
on  the  flight  of  the  Dalai  Lama 
from  the  Chinese  hordes  in 
Lhasa:  a  consideration  of  the 
parliamentary  debate  about  free 
trade,  unemployment  and  Ire¬ 
land:  and'  an  entertaining  dis¬ 
course  on  funds  for  the  arts  and 
literature. 

Seventy-six  years  later  as  the 
“dirty  snowball”  approaches  for 
its  rendezvous,  plus  ca  change.  It 
is  rather  like  the  man  on  holiday, 
who  spends  his  lime  fretting  on 
the  beach  about  what  is  going  on 
at  the  office  behind  his  back,  and 
w  hich  of  his  schemes  are  being 
spoiled,  only  to  find  on  his 
anxious  rcliirn  that  there  has 


been  no  change,  for  the  better,  or 
worse. 

We  are  paying  a  bit  more 
attention  to  the  snow-ball  this 
time,  though.  In  America  alone, 
some  80  companies  are  selling 
lens  of  thousands  of  souvenirs  - 
coins,  medals,  travel  bags,  pen¬ 
dants.  posters,  pencils,  T-shirts, 
hair  glitter,. gym  bags,  running 
shoes,  cocktail  mixes,  breakfast 
cereals,  caps.  No-one  has  yet 
started  selling,  as  someone  did 
successfully  in  1910,  gas  masks 
against  the  “poisonous  clouds” 
the  comet's  tail  would  leave  in 
its  v/ake  for  us  to  plunge  into, 
but  there  are  some,  months  to  go 
for  that  yet. 

If  there  were  a  man  on  a 
celestial  beach,  now  winging  his 
way  back  to  us  after  his  76-year 
holiday,  anxious  to  see  what  we 
have  been  up  to  while  his  back 
has  been  turned,  he  must  be 
rather  disappointed  as  he  scans 
us  through  his  telescope  at  three 
hundred  million  miles  (assuming 
he  can  hold  it  steady  while 
travelling  at  53,000  miles  per 
hour).  He  will  see  a  lot  more  T- 
shirts  with  his  name  on  them 
being  worn  in  some  parts  of  the 
world,  and  he  can  see  that  some 
parts  of  the  globe  then  coloured  a 
British  pink  have  now  gone  a 


natural  colour.  He  will  see  more 
stuff  orbiting  the  Earth,  and 
some  ominous  probing  bits  of 
machinery  flying  in  his  direction 
to  give  him  a  once-over. 

But  when  he  gets  within  closer 
range  and  starts  as  it  were  to  read 
the  earthly  fine  prim,  he  will  find 
us  just  the  same  in  many  other 
ways.  The  faces  and  the  furniture 
may  have  changed,  or  been  re¬ 
arranged.  but  we  still  mess  on  or 
manage  regardless.  And  that  is  a 
bad  omen  for  a  portent. 

The  man  on  Halley’s  Comet 
ought  to  be  disappointed  to  find 
that  humans  are  still  being 
inhuman,  or  inhumane,  and  that 
we  have  got  on  pretty  well 
without  a  regular  smack  in  the 
face  from  him  to  put  us  in  our 
place.  Having  given  us  a  pretty 
trouble-free  time,  disaster-wise, 
in  1 91 0.  he  might  well  order  up  a 
double-dose  this  time.  A  plague 
of  creepy-crawlies  plus  an  Eng¬ 
lish  collapse  in  the  last  Test,  for 
instance.  Or.  if  he  was  really 
vicious,  perhaps  he  would  chuck 
in  the  worst  summer  we  have 
had  for  many,  a  year,  ruined 
holidays,  unhappy  farmers  and 
the  lot.  On  second  thoughts,  if 
.that  is  the  way  he  is  playing  it 
already,  wc  had  better  lay  in 
those  gas  masks  too. 


From  Professor  R.  D.  Brittain 
Sir.  Your  recent  correspondence 
(August  16)  concerning  the  threat  to 

ibe  Public  Health  Laboratory  Ser¬ 
vice  and  the  Communicable  Dis¬ 
eases  Surveillance  Centre  prompts 
me  to  write  concerning  a  larger 
threat. 

Today's  Times  (  August  22)  has  a 
front  page  headline.  "Epidemic 
threat  to  children”  Your  leader. 
"Aid  for  Aids  (August  16).  using 
meiosis.  says  . .  the  movements  of 
the  DHSS  so  far  look  tardy  and  less 
than  adequate.” 

These  three  items  and  many  other 
headline-grabbers,  such  as  the  recent 
scare  over  cervical  cytology,  legion¬ 
naires’  disease,  deaths  from  an 
epidemic  of  meihiciltin-resistant 
staphylococcus  aureus,  etc  ought  to 
be  sounding  alarm  bells. 

To  me.  as  a  district  medical 
officer  responsible  for  the  health  of 
mj  community,  they  are  saying  that 
infectious  disease  and  non-infectious 
diseases  are  undergoing  change  and. 
in  some  instances,  increasing. 

This  implies  to  me  the  need  to 
strengthen  and  broaden  the  nation's 
ability  to  collate  and  interpret 
epidemiologic  and  health  infor¬ 
mation. 

Instead  the  Government  has  had 
a  recommendation  to  devalue  and 
effectively  disband  the  only  service 
which  we  have  on  a  national  basis. 
To  do  this  is  a  danger  to  the  nation's 
health. 

The  Government  should  reject 
that  recommendation.  It  should 
instead  accept  the  recommendation 
of  the  royal  commission  on  the  NHS 
that  there  should  be  a  national 
health  information  and  epidemi¬ 
ology  unit. 

Such  a  unit  could  begin  to 
unscramble  the  inefficient  mess  that 
health  information  and  epidemi¬ 
ology  have  gotten  into.  It  could 
develop  an  efficient,  responsible 
approach  to  enable  the  Government 
to: 

1.  Accept  a  strategic  plan  for  the 
development  of  a  comprehensive 
integrated  phased  health  infor¬ 
mation  system. 

2.  B  udget  for  the  system . 

3.  Control  it  through  the  national 
health  information  and  epidemi¬ 
ology  uniL

Driver-only,  trains 

From  Mr  R.  M.  S-  Lincoln 
Sir.  There  is.  understandably,  some 
concern  about  a. possible  reduction 
in  passenger  safety  on  one-man 
operated  trains,  illustrated  by  the 
letters  published  last  Friday  (August 
lb).  This  association-  represents 
more  than  200  regular  travellers  on 
the  only  line  where  such  trains  are 
actually  in  service,  and  our  com¬ 
ments  may  be  of  value. 

Before  the  new  trains,  were 
introduced,  we  expressed  similar 
doubts  about  safety  to  British  Rail, 
but  after  more  than  two  years  we  are 
not  aware  of  any  instances  where 
passengers  have  suffered  poteniial  or 
actual  harm.  The  random  presence 
of  rail  staff  carrying  ■  out  ticket 
checks,  but  without  *  any  involve¬ 
ment  in  ihc  actual  operation  of  the 
trains,  provides  some  degree  •  of 
reassurance,  and  is  a  measure  we 
support. 

It  should  also  be  remembered  that 
on  many  commuter  trains  there  are 
no  corridors  between  coaches,  and 
the  guard's  presence  is  of  little 
practical  benefit.

Your  leader  today  (August  20) 
on  MIS  and  the  BBC.  while  it  avoids 
the  hysteria  prevalent  elsewhere,  is 
mistaken  in  scorning  the  potential 
effects  of  infiltration. 

Wc  can  sec  these  by  looking  at  the 
practices  within  llnesco  and  other 
bodies  where  SovieL-bloc  agents  are 
active.  Quite  simply,  they  act  like 
successful  executives  in  any  other 
bureaucratic  organisation  where 
office  politics  are  more  important 
than  quantifiable  achievements. 

They  sit  on  committees  and 
formulate  policies.  They  set  agendas, 
make  editorial'  decisions,  advance 
some  projects  and  restrain  others. 
They  look  at  the  personnel  records 
of  their  junior  staff,  and  promote 
their  supporters  and  sympathisers. 

They  read  all  the  snippets  of 
background  information  not  nor¬ 
mally  published,  including  the 
names  of  informants,  and  use  their 
knowledge  to  their  advantage.  And 
they  have  a  comfortable,  respectable 
umbrella  under  which  -to  pursue 
their  private  projects. 

Do  foreign  agencies  try  to 
infiltrate  the  BBC?  Intelligent  people 
are  paid  by  their  masters  to  do  so, 
and  presumably  do  a  reasonably 
competent  job.

Whooping  cough  is  a  serious  and 
potentially  fatal  disease  of  child¬ 
hood.  More  than  half  of  a  group  of 
children  studied  in  Birmingham 
developed  complications  including 
convulsions  and  pneumonia,  which 
can  cause  permanent  damage  to  the 
brain  or  to  the  lungs.  Recent  studies 
in  London  and  in  Birmingham  have 
demonstrated  that  the  illness  can 
persist  for  up  to  four  months,  lead  to 
behaviour  disturbance  and  impose 
great  strain  on  families. 

Before  the  introduction  of  an 
effective  vaccine,  large  epidemics  of 
whooping  cough  occurred  in  Eng¬ 
land  and  Wales  involving  up  to 
l  80.000  children  each  year.  Between 
1945  and  1954  5.087  children  died 
from  whooping  cough  in  this 
country,  i.e..  an  average  of  about  500 
deaths 'each  year. 

When  the  vaccine  became  gener¬ 
ally  available  in  1956  there  was  a 
dramatic  reduction  in  notifications 
of  the  disease  and  also  in  deaths. 
However,  ill-informed  publicity 
directed  against  the  vaccine  in  the 
mid-1970s  led  to  a  (all  in  vaccine 
uptake  from  over  80  per  cent  in 
1975  to  less  than  30  per  cent  in 
1978. 

Mr  Patten’s  statement  refers  to 
the  epidemics  that  recurred  as  a 
result.  This  contrasts  markedly  with 
the  United  States,  where  almost  all 
children  are  protected  against 
whooping  cough  and  where  the 
annual  number  of  cases  between 
1975  and  1983  has  never  been  more 
than  2.200. 

Recent  press  comment  has  con¬ 
fused  two  separate  issues:  one  is  the 
very  legitimate  case  for  an  increase 
in  compensation  for  children  who 
have  suffered  permanent  damage  as 
a  result  of  adverse  reactions  to  any 
vaccine.  An  entirely  separate  issue  is 
the  necessity  for  continuing  immu¬ 
nising  children  against  whooping 
cough. 

There  is  much  evidence  to  suggest 
that  parents  in  general  are  not  well- 
informed  about  the  consequences  of 
failure  to  provide  immunisaton 
against  whooping  cough:  we  urge 
that  this  information  is  widely 
publicised  and  that  all  encourage¬ 
ment  should  be  given  to  pro¬ 
grammes  aimed  at  full  immunis¬ 
ation  against  this  still  serious 
infection.

These  situations  used  to  be  dealt 
with  by  the  guard  and  one  used  to 
attract  his  attention  in  non-corridor 
trains  by  the  simple  expedient  of 
holding  the  compartment  door  wide 
open  at  a  station,  rather  than  by 
pulling  the  communication  cord. 

It  is  difficult  on  the  "Bedpan”  line 
to  communicate  with  the  driver, 
other  than  by  pulling  the  cord  in  an 
emergency,  so  that  he  can  deal  with 
matters  for  which  he  is  responsible, 
including  the  absence  or  excess  of 
heating,  the  total  or  almost  total 
absence  of  light  on  a  line  with  many 
tunnels  and  the  failure  of  the 
automatic  doors. 

My  experience  is  that  it  is 
impossible  to  persuade  ex-guards 
acting  as  ticket  collectors  to  deal 
with  such  matters  or  even  to  tell  the 
driver  promptly  about  them,  even 
though  some  faults  can  in  practice 
be  rectified  in  seconds,  rather  than 
minutes.

As  our  local  Notting  Hill  Gate 
Carnival  approaches  it  might  be 
right  to  give  ii  serious  thoughu 
Maybe  our  carnival  is  not  yet  in  the 
long  tradition  of  the  European 
carnivals  such  as  the  Battle  of 
Flowers  in  Nice  or  the  religious 
processions  on  the  Continent,  but  it 
has  a  distinct  flavour  of  its  own 
brought  from  the  Caribbean  and 
Africa  -  the  gallant  ethnic  groups 
■hat  gave  birth  to  the  idea  some 
years  ago  may  now  be  feeling 
overwhelmed  by  its  success  and 
popularity. 

The  police  estimate  the  carnival 
visitors  from  home  and  abroad 
number  over  250.000  people  on 
each  of  the  two  days.  It  has  a  high 
standard  of  entertainment  which 
needs  colossal  organisation  and 
planning.  Seventy  bands  on  floats 
are  listed  for  this  >ear.  performing  at 
various  times  and  at  various  points 
and  costume  designs  and  musical 
events  all  need  co-ordination. 

Translated  into  terms  af  trade  ot 
all  kinds,  including  transportation, 
the  pressure  of  such  numbers 
constitutes  a  sizeable  commercial 
gain  to  the  local  area  and  London 
generally.  All  this  is  in  no  way 
reflected  financially  in  what  the 
pioneers  get  to  “put  the  show  on  the 
road”.

COLLINS’S  LAST 
FIGHT. 

BRAVE  STRUGGLE 
WITH  REBELS. 


AMBUSH  IN  COUNTY 
CORK 


General  Collins  iosL  his  life  in  the 
wild  uninlry  that  lies  between 
Mac-room  and  Bandon.  A  Tew  days  ago 
he  left  Dublin  to  visit  the  front  in  West 
Cork.  In  Cork  City  the  inhabitants 
went  wild  with  enthusiasm  when  they 
found  him  among  them.  With  a  small 
party  he  set  out  from  the  city  to  make 
the  lour.  Apparently  his  enemies  knew 
■•f  his  diming  and  laid  their  plans. 

The  ambush  look  place  at  Bealnabla. 
within  a  mile  and  a  half  of  the  village  of 
Cronksbiwn.  .Accompanied  by  members 
■if  the  Headquarters  Staff.  General 
Collins  left  Cork  at  fi  n  clock  on 
Tuesday  morning  in  inspect  military 
positions  in  South  Cork,  escorted  hy  a 
light  armoured  car  and  n  lorry 
containing  soldiers.  The  parly  alto¬ 
gether  numbered  about  twenty,  and 
included  General  Sean  O'Connell,  the 
officer  commanding  the  bodyguard, 
and  Major-General  Dalian,  command¬ 
ing  the  troops  in  Cork.  A  dispatch  rider 
preceded  the  large  Ley  land  touring  car 
containing  General  Collins,  Major- 
General  Dalton,  and  other  officers; 
then  followed  a  whippet  armoured  car. 
an  ordinary  open  tender  bringing  up 
the  rear. 

The  party  visited  nearly  all  the  pasts 
in  South  Cork  occupied  by  the 
National  Army,  taking  in  Skibbereen. 
Rnsicarbery.  and  Clonakilty  in  the 
course  of  their  tour.  Owing  u>  the 
interruption  of  communication  by  the 
main  roads  the  party,  towards  evening, 
took  a  roundabout  route  to  Cork  from 
Bandon.  Bealnabla.  which  is  ahuui 
eight  miles  fmm  Macroom.  is  south  of 
the  main  road  on  the  south  side  of  the 
river  Lee.  and  is  in  a  wild  rugged,  hilly 
district,  right  away  from  the  main 
roads. 

While  travelling  along  a  by- mad  near 
the  village,  about  6.30.  the  party  was 
a  narked  without  warning  by  about  two 
hundred  irregulars.  One  of  the  first 
bullets  fired  very  nearly  struck  the 
Conunander-in-Chief  before  his  car 
slopped,  missing  him  by  only  an  inch 
..r  two.  The  party  pulled  up.  hastily 
dismounted  and  General  C-oIJins 
ordered  his  men  to  take  cover  at  the 
fences  on  both  sides  of  the  road.  In  Ibe 
first  outburst  of  firing  the  dispatch - 
rider  in  front  of  the  party  was  bit  and 
badly  wounded  in  the  lungs.  He  was 
removed  to  a  place  of  temporary  safety, 
and  then  the  party  settled  down  to 
reply  to  the  fire  of  the  attackers. 

In  a  few  minutes  the  attack 
developed  into  a  sharp  fight,  which 
lasted  Tor  the  greater  part  of  an  hour.  It 
was  in  the  last  stages  of  the  fight,  after 
a  large  number  of  the  Irregulars  bad 
heen  killed  or  wounded,  that  General 
Collins  received  his  fatal  wound.  The 
Irregulars  were  on  the  point  of 
retreating,  defeated  in  spite  of  their 
overwhelming  numbers  and  better 
position,  ana  the  firing  had  become 
much  less  intense,  when  suddenly 
General  Collins  collapsed  and  fell, 
slruc-k  in  the  head  by  a  bullet.  Although 
mortally  wounded,  he  still  fired  from 
the  ground,  encouraging  his  men  by  his 
unflinching  bravery.  In  a  feeble  voice 
he  asked  for  Major-General  Dalton, 
and  this  officer  and  General  Sean 
O’ConnelL  both  greatly  distressed, 
comforted  their  dying  chief.  They 
whispered  a  few  prayers  and  recited  the 
Act  of  Contrition  before  General 
Collins  died. His  fast  words  as  he  lay  on 
the  roadside,  knowing  he  had  only  a 
minute  or  two  to  live,  were  "Forgive 
them."

so  ii  is  strange  that  the  narrower 
activity  has  won  a  reputation  for  a 
broad-minded,  free-wheeling  openness, 
while  the  really  broad  and  inclusive 
experience  gels  the  Mrs  Grundy  Award 
for  ill-tempered  rigidity.  As  is  often  the 
case  with  these  things,  the  children  of 
this  generation  are  better  at  their  public 
relations  than  are  the  children  of  light. 
That  is  why  Chesterton  stuck  up  for 
orthodoxy. 

Etymology  helps  us  along  part  of  the 
way.  The  word  Orthodoxy  comes  from 
two  Greek  words  that  could  be 
translated  as  "straight  thought"  or 
"right  thinking".  Anything  that  is 
“ortho-"  is  correct,  on  the  level  There 
is  a  sense  of  measuring  in  the  term,  and 
in  Orthodoxy  you  gel  the  full  measure, 
the  whole  range  of  the  thing  thought  of. 

Of  course,  you  can  sec  where,  in  the 
conventional  mind,  it  can  go  wrong 
after  that.  You  can  apply  Orthodoxy 
like  a  ruler  to  measure  up  someone's 
credentials,  you  can  use  it  as  a  way  of 
excluding  people,  but  the  word  itself, 
has  about  it  an  air  of  scope  and  scale 
and  inclusiveness.  It  is.  in  facL  the 


or  part  of  the  whole  truth  discarded  as 
irrelevant  by  one  generation,  redis- 
-  covered  by  a  subsequent  generation  as 
the  thing  they  need  most.  So  the 
Church  guards  her  doctrines,  not 
because  she  is  blinkered  and  does  not 
sec  very  far.  but  for  precisely  opposite 
reasons;  she  sees  on  a  wider  scale  tfrkn 
the  present  obsessions  of  some  of  her 
more  clever  children. 

Doctrinal  bickering  is  doubtless  very 
tedious  but  it  is  unavoidable  as  the 
Church,  quite  .  properly,  seeks  to 
preserve  the  wood  while  theologians, 
among  them  the -odd  bishop,  with  equal 
propriety,  seek  to  examine  the  state  of 
the  trees.  .  . 

Three,  quotations  may  help  to  steer 
some  kind,  of  passage  through  the 
apparently  endless  disputes  about 
.  doctrine  that  characterize  the  Church. 

The-  first  is  from  Witigen  stein; 
“Christianity  is  not  a  doctrine.  riot,  I 
mean,  a  theory  about  what  has 
happened  and  what  will  happen  to  the 
human  soul  but  a  description  of 
something  that  actually  lakes  place  in 


One  way  to  get  ih  experiencejback  is, 
to  ponder  what  it  really  meant  and  that 
’  pondering  is  the  ientcijirisc  we  calf 
Christian  doctrine,  and  it  is  important 
because  it  is  a  pondering  of  experience. 

,  Eliot  has  penetrated' to  the  principle 
that  *  underlies  Christian  doctrine. 
Heresy  is  heresy,  according  to  the 
Church,  not  because  it  got  the  theory 
wrong  but  because  its  theories  were  not 
true  to  Christian  experience.  The  great-. 
Trinitarian  and  Christa  logical  doctrines 
were  ‘  hammered  out.  against,  the 
heretics,  not  because  the  Church 
wanted  .the-  theories  set  down;  but 
because  the  heretics  were  propounding 
neat  .and  attractive  ..doctrines-'  that 
contradicted  Christian  experience.  The 
Church  knew  she.  could  never  capture 
these  mysteries  in  words  but  she  had  to 
do  something,  because  she  knew  what 
her  experience  was  and  knew  that  the 
heresies  were  not  trap  to  the  width  and 
range  of  that  experience.  ' 

Christian  Doctrine  became  unavoid¬ 
able  when  -  people  started  disputing 
about  whar  the  experience  of  Christ

That  is  why  the  American  theologian 
Walter  Wink  coined  .‘the.  phrase  “flat 
available'  believable" ;  knowing  that 
what  -was  availableto  tine  man's  belief 
was  not  necessarily  available*  to 
another/ '  -  •  ■  ' : 

We  should  be  content  to  work  with 
what  we  can  believe  without  knocking 
what  is  available '  to  odr  neighbour’s 
belief  though  jt;  may  be  out  of -the 
question  for  os.  -If  wc  followed  that 
approach -we  would  tie  operating  on- tiie 
correct  assumption  that  .  Christian 
Doctrine  is  muchbigger  than  any  one 
generation's  apprehension  of  it.  and 
that  it  is  better  to  affirm  what  you  can 
in -tiic  tradition  and  not  be  too  hastey  in 
denouncing  what  you  find  difficult.  Itr 
other  words,  stick  to  the  available 
believable  or.  if  you  prefer  a  more 
.elegant  type  of  discourse;  remember  F. 
D.  Maurice's  > epigram: .  “Men-  are 
usually  right  iii'  what  they. affirm  sind 
wrong -in  what  they  deny'*

Archaeology 

Temple  find 
bears  out 
legend 

One  man's  obsession  with  a  legend 
about  his  house  has  led  10  an 
important  archaeological  ITnd. 

A  Manchester  University  team 
has  confirmed  that  Dean  Hall  in 
The  Forest  of  Dean  stands  on  the 
site  of  the  only  Roman  springhead 
temple  m  Britain. 

Excavations  have  proved  that  the 
water  shrine  was  built  on  the  site  or 
a  deified  cvltic  water  source,  a  factor 
long  suspected  about  similar  sites, 
mainlx  in  southern  Europe,  hut  not 
yet  established. 

RmfcMSor  Barri  Janes,  head  of 
Manchester's  Archacologx  depart¬ 
ment.  who  led  this  summer's 'dig. 
yesterday  described  the  find  as  most 
important. 

The  gazebo,  or  bandstand-like 
Roman  construction,  over  the 
original  sacred  pool  has  shown  that 
the  Forest  or  Dean,  long  thought  to 
haxc  been  of  little  archaeological 
importance  was  once  the  centre  of  a 
thriving  Roman  community. 

Mr  Donald  Macer-WrighL  aged 
.16.  whose  family  has  owned  Dean 
Hall  at  Littlcdcan.  near  Cindcrford. 
for  more  than  30  years,  became 
obsessed  with  the  search  for  Roman 
ruins  six  years  ago. 

Returning  home  to  help  his 
parents  to  maintain  their  house,  a 
listed  huilding.  he  became  interest 
in  local  folklore  about  the  baulc  of 
Ncwnham  and  stories  of  an  ancient 
temple. 

Aerial  phoLgraphs  showed  an 
outline  of  a  building  in  the  grounds 
and  other  similar  outlines  in  the 
fields  of  neighbouring  farms. 
According  to  Professor  Jones  the 
water  shrine  is  part  of  a  much  larger 
Roman  complex  second  only  to 
Colchester. 

At  the  site  yesterday,  i he  final  day 
of  this  year’s  excavations.  Professor 
Jones  said:  “The  site  overlooks  the 
horseshoe  bend  of  the  river  Severn. 
The  water  shrine  was  found  last  year 
by  Mr  Macer-Wright  when  his  apple 
orchard  was  taken  oui. 

“I  am  quite  certain  wc  shall  be 
back  to  do  further  excavation  work 
He  added  that  the  springhead 
temple  had  been  almost  completely 
demolished,  probably  by  early 
Christians.

Science  report 


Spin  of  the  Earth  leads  to  ocean  treasure 


By  Andrew  Wiseman 
Work  done  by  a  French 
physicist  ISO  years  ago  is 
helping  scientists  in  the  Soviet 
Union  in  the  race  to  locate 
valuable  ferro-nuutganese 
nodules  on  the  bottom  of  the 
world's  oceans. 

In  1835,  Gaspard  Gustave 
de  Coriolis,  a  teacher  at  the 
Ecole  Ptrfytechniqne,  began  to 
study  motion  on  a  spuming 
surface.  The  Earth  Is  snch  a 
surface,  rotating  once  every  24 
hours. 

In  that  time,  an  imaginary 
point  on  the  equator  wQl  travel 
about  40,000  kilometres,  mov¬ 
ing  eastward  at  about  1,600 
kilometres  an  hoar.  But  a 
similar  point  in  New  York  will 
travel  only  about  30,000 
kilometres,  at  the  slower  speed 
oE.  roughly.  1,300  kilometres. 

During  the  Earth's  rotation. 


air  moving  northwards  from 
the  equator  wilt  appear  to  be 
drifting  in  an  easterly  direction 
compared  with  the  more  slowly 
travelling  ground  beneath  it 

The  same  applies  to  water 
currents.  The  force  which 
seems  to  push  air  and  water 
eastward  as  they  move  away 
from  the  equator  (westwards 
when  moving  towards  it),  is 
today  known  as  the  Coriolis 
force. 

Researchers  from  a  Lenin¬ 
grad  Marine  Geological  Ex¬ 
ploration  unit  say  that,  until 
now,  that  force .  has  been 
ignored  during  prospecting 

They  started,  their  work 
knowing  that  In  the  northern 
hemisphere,  because  of  the 
Coriolis  effect,  the  right  banks 
of  rivers  are  washed  away  to  a 
greater  extent  than  left  banks. 
They  argued  that  because  sea 


and  ocean  currents,  are  in 
effect,  "rivers",  there  should 
be  more  water  in  the  eastern 
half  of  any  current.  (The 
opposite,  of  coarse,  applies  in 
the  southern  hemisphere). 

If  their  assumptions  were 
correct  they  believed,  the  left 
banks  of  ocean  “canals4*  are 
richer  in  deposits  of  biological 
origin.  And,  because  those 
deposits  affect  the  presence 
and  distribution  of  modules, 
there  should  be  a.  greater 
concentration  of  snch  “iron 
balls"  on  the  western  side  of 
snch  canals.  Subsequent 
oceanographic  investigations 
proved  them  right. 

The  Leningrad  geologists 
and  geo-chemists  explored  a 
40  x  40  kilometre  area  of  an 
ocean  in  the  northern  hemi¬ 
sphere.  its  depth  ranged  from 
4-850  to  iUJSO  metres.  The 


ocean  bed  consisted  of  chains 
of  gently  sloping  knolls,  none 
higher  than  200  metres.  They 
ran  from  south  to  north, 
forming  canals  or  valleys 
throught  which  sea  water 
flowed  (again,  from  south  to 
north).  -  . 

The  scientists  took  samples 
at  identical  depths  from  all  the 
canals  and  In  subsequent 
laboratory  tests  confirmed  that 
in  ail  cases  the-,  left  banks  of 
canals  were  richer  in  ferro 
manganese  nodule  deposits 
than  the  right  ones. 

That  -  asymmetrical  yet 
universal,  distribution  of  nod¬ 
ules.  they  say,  can  be  attri¬ 
buted  only  to  the  effect  of  the 
Coriolis  force,  which  should  be 
taken  into  account  during  any 
detailed  study  of  areas  likely 
to  offer  good  prospects  for 
their  subsequent  extraction.

In  1952  -  he  was  appointed 
consultant  to  the  .North  East 
Metropolitan  Region  when  he  - 
began  the  creation  •  of  tbe- 
rcgional  thoracic  ,  unit  at  the 
Middlesex  Hospital  In  1969  he  . 


became  consultant  thoracic 
surgeon  to  the  Royal  Northern 
Hospital  and  ten  years  taler  to 
the  Royal  Free  Hospital  He 
was  an  immensely  hard  working 
man  greatly  admired  by  his 
colleagues.  He  was  influential  in 
furthering  the  exchange  of  views 
among  different  groups  of 
doctors  and  specialists. 

.He  was  Hunterian  Professor 
of  the  Royal  College  of 
Surgeons  in  1980.  lecturing 
on  the  surgical  treatment  of 
carcinoma.  In  1981  and  82  he 
was  president  of  the  Society  of 
Thoracic  and  Cardiovascular 
Surgeons  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland.  He  published  many 
papers  and  articles  but  his  main 
work,  published  by  Springer- 
Verlag,  was  Bronchial  Carci¬ 
noma ,  an  integrated  approach 
to  diagnosis  and  management, 
which  he  edited  having  chosen 
the  contributors  and  planned 
the  subject  matter. 

He  retired  in  1 983  from  the 
North  Middlesex  Hospital  and 
the  Royal  Northern  Hospital 
but  was  still  working  at  the 
Royaf  ffree  Hospital  when  he 
xvas  taktin  ill  in  1984. 

He  was  a  cricket  enthusiast 
who  captained  the  Bart's  XL  . 
-.He.  was.  twice  married  and 
had  strong  family  ties;  His 
second  wife,  whom  he  married 
in  1955.  was  formerly  on  tbc 
staff  of  Bart’s. 


MRS  ELIZABETH  NICHOLAS 


Mrs  Elizabeth:  Nicholas,  who 
died  on  August  1 3  at  the  age  of 
69.  was  -for  nearly  20  years 
Travel  Editor  of  The  Sunday 
Times,  the  first  British  news¬ 
paper  to  cany  4  regular  travel 
feature  after  the  Second  World 
War.

Deeply  interested  in  the 
workings  of  the  then-embryonic 
travel  trade,  which  she  bullied 
relentlessly  to  provide  thfc  sort

Ever  since  safari  parks  were 
first  established  there  has  been 
debate  about  whether  it  is  right 
to  take  wild  animate  away  from 
their  natural  habitat  for  tile 
entertainment  of  the  public. 

Those  who  run  safari  parks 
are  quick  to  point  out  that,  while 
it  Is  no  use  pretending  chat  their 
animals  are  free  or  living  under 
the  same  conditions  as  they 
would  in  the  wild  (the  carnivores 
are  not  h anting  for  food,  for 
instance),  at  least  they  are  not 
being  hunted  and  are  assured  of 
good  living  conditions  and  a 
regular  diet 

Most  of  the  safari  parks  are 
prond  of  their  breed  ing  pro¬ 
grammes  which  means  that  the 
vast  majority  of  the  animals 
were  not  imported  from  Africa 
or  elsewhere,  but  were  born  in 
Britain.  Not  only  is  there  a  lot  of 
swapping  and  changing  of  stock 
among  safari  parks  ami  zoos  In 
Britain  but  surplus  stock  may  be 


favourite  animal  at  the  park, 
came  up  with  a  few  surprises. 
Top  of  the  list:  peacocks  and 
sheep. 

All  safari  parks  now  have  at 
least  one  kind  of  show  - 
dolphins,  sea  lions  or  -  as  at 
Windsor  -  a  choice  of  the 
above,  as  well  as  a  killer  whale 
show,  a  parrot  show  and  a  bird 
of  prey  show.  Next  year 
Windsor  plans  to  introduce  a 
tropical  plant  and  butterfly 
house  and  a  new  children's 
adventure  playground. 

Will  safari  parks,  then, 
eventually  concentrate  less  on 
the  big  game  and  more  on  other 
leisure  activities?  Will  the  safari 
clement  disappear  altogether? 
Laurence  Tennant  of  Knowsley 
does  not  think  so.  “We  are 
places  of  entertainment  but  we 
are  also  educational.  For  99  per 
cent  of  children  we  offer  the 
only  chance  to  sec  these  animals 
in  their  natural  stale.” 

Until  my  children  saw  the 
animals  at  Woburn  1  don't 
think  they  really  understood 
how  big  an  elephant  is  or 
the  length  of  a  giraffe's  neck  and 
legs.  There  is  a  thrill  in  knowing 
that  some  of  the  animals  you 
are  face  to  face  with,  separated 
by  a  thin  layer  of  glass  and 
metal,  could  kilL 

The  biggest  risk  you  run, 
providing  you  obey  all  the 
warning  signs,  is  having  the 
monkeys  damage  your  car.  At 
Woburn  they  got  rid  of  baboons 
who  could  strip  the  trim  off  a 
coach  or  break  off  your 
windscreen  wipers  in  seconds. 
The  rhesus  monkeys,  it  seems, 
are  somewhat  better  mannered 
but  even  they  can  destroy  a 
vinyl  roof. 

A  lion  may  bite  the  odd  tyre. 
Recently  at  Longleat  an  eleph¬ 
ant  rammed  a  car  door  with  its 
tusks  but  only,  says  Roger 
Cawley,  because  the  people  in 
the  car  got  out  when  they 
shouldn't  have.  “The  elephant 
thought  she  was  going  to  be  fed 
and  got  cross  when  she  wasn’t” 


or  the  Pere  David's  deer  -  may 
even  be  sent  back  lo  their 
country  of  origin. 

According  fo  the  Knowsley 
Safari  Park  guidebook,  “Many 
animals  at  present  fairly  com¬ 
mon  in  Africa  have  an  uncertain 
long-term  future.  At  Knowsley 
the  herds  of  African  buffalo  and 
eland  are  now  big  enough  to 
play  an  Important  role  in 
conservation  as  they  are  some  of 
the  best  captive  herds  of  these 
species  in  the  world.” 

However,  the  staff  at  the 
safari  parks  tend  not  to  see  the 
animals  as  a  contribution  to 
conservation,  as  breeding  stock, 
or  even  as  public  attractions.  At 
Woborn  Wild  Animal  Kingdom, 
for  instance,  most  of  the  23 
lions,  12  tigers,  2  elephants,  3 
rhinos,  2  hippos,  20  eland,  7 
wildebeest  13  bongo  (antelope), 
5  zebras,  4  camels,  10  bears,  70 
-  at  last  count  -  monkeys,  5 
giraffes  and  19  North  American 
bison  have  Games. 

Three  of  the  wildebeest  are 
called  Freeman,  Hardy  and 
W  illis;  the  baby  camel  is  called 
Snotiet  and  the  big  male  giraffe 
Nijinsky;  and  there  is,  inevi¬ 
tably,  a  lion  called  Leo  and  a 
bear  called  Rapert.

Windy  walks  on  wild 


Richard  North  finds 
his  appetite  for 
wilderness  satisfied 
by  Southwold’s  sun, 
sea  air  and  ale 

Paradise  is  just  off  the  A 12.  The 
turning  to  it  comes  about  14 
miles  before  you  would  have 
reached  Lowestoft  if  you  had 
continued  northwards  deeper 
into  Suffolk.  A  flinty-faced, 
high-storeyed  church  (Blyth- 
hurgh.  whose  preacher  told  the 
eldest  and  I  and  a  smattering  of 
others  about  the  responsibilities 
oT  power  one  Sunday,  while  the 
carved  angels  cavorted  in  the 
sunshine)  is  on  your  left,  and  a 
vast  silver  sea  of  mud  and  sea 
grass  is  on  your  nghL  it's  a 
dangerous  bend. 

And  then  a  drive  (we- used  to 
cycle  >L  but  three  kids  have 
done  for  that)  on  an  expanded 
country  lane  through  gently 
rolling'fiekls.  enlivened  by  rape- 
seed  {how  boring  the  eco-punsis 
who  decry  its  gaudy  intrusion), 
down  to’  the  seaside  fishing 
town  whose  promise  announces - 
itself  by  a  northward  drift  of 
beach  *  huts.  Each  one  is 
identical  in  shape  but  individ¬ 
ual  m  a  chaos  of  colours,  like  a 
paint  manufacturer's  ’colour 
card  cut  up  and  scattered  in  the, 
wind  (and  there  is  always  a 
wind). 

The  town  is  ridiculously 
beautiful.  There  is  a  white  stub 
of  a  lighthouse,  sentinel  among 
ns  huddle  of  pubs.  One  day  we 
may  be  rich  enough  to  drive  to 
the’  ivied  Swan  Hotel  in  the 
town,  with  us  arch  and  hints  of 
chintz,  or  rent  a  cottage 
(advertised  in  intellectual  week¬ 
lies  and  The  Times,  of  epurse). 

For  now.  humbler,  we  turn 
off  right  in  the  lesser  high  street 
(before  banks  and  estate  agents 
glamourize  it)  and  wind 
through  side  streets  to  the 
municipal  camp-site.  The  town 
church  -  Si  Edmund.  King  and 
Martyr  -  is  vast  and  airy,  and  1 
this  summer  echoed  to  an  a 
cappella  concert  for  Ethiopia 
(Auden's  "Hymn  to  St  Cecilia” 
sounded  fine  in  South  wold's 
impeccable  diction).  Nearby 
there's  a  micro-museum  which 
would  have  pleased  the  Tradcs- 
uinis.  who  invented  the  idea  of 
people  gawping  at  heaps  of 
curiosities. 

In  the  Sailor's  Reading  Room 
on  the  East  Cliff  front  (it  is  an 
esplanade,  but  its  origins  in 
hcathland  and  difftop  are  dear 
despite  tea  huts),  the  children 
leaf  through  newspaper  scrap 
books  from  the  1950s  and

beyond,  and  have  been  blessed 
with  no  thought  that  these 
nautical  mementoes  of  floods, 
rescues,  drownings.  storms  and 
good  catches  are  antiques,  and 
thus  loo  valuable  to  be  pored 
over.  The  scrapbooks  won't  last 
much  longer.  There  seems 
something  extravagant  about 
letting  history  be  riffled  by 
fingers  fresh  from  the  town's 
only,  but  brilliant,  flsh  and  chip 
shop.  They  now  serve  wine 
and  there  is  also  a  wholefood 
shop  in  the  high  street,  and  a 
hint  of  the  boutique  about  the 
clothes  shops. 

There  is  a  relaxed  profusion 
of  architecture  which  has 
gathered  all  round  the  town. 
The  domestic  styles  -of  every 
period  for  the  past  200  years  are 
there,  muddled  together,  with 
only  bourgeois  convenience  and 
well-being  to  dictate  the  overall 
effect  (no  planner  could  allow 
such  humdrum  inspiration). 
But  this  ts  some  sort  of  spa.  and 
the  grander  houses  present  their 
owners  in  celebrant  mood,  with 
turrets  and  verandas  and 
porches  fit  for  the  complacent 
indulgence  of  views'  hand¬ 
somely  paid  for. 

Soulhwold  does  not  convulse 
itself  in  the  effort  to  cater  for  its 
visitors.  True,  in  1984.  there 


was  a  carnival.  The  ladies  of  the 
town  bulged  and  wobbled  under 
their  glitzy  dance  studio  track¬ 
suits  on  one  of  the  greens  -  a 
fire  in  the  1 7th  century  gave  the 
lown  lots  of  them  -  to  a  tinny 
disco:  the  Judy  called  Punch  her 
"little  old  boy"  as  arty  Suffolker 
would:  and  wc  all  trooped  to  the 
square  to  dance  outside  like 
Italians,  children  and  grannies 
first  in  the  dusk,  and  then  the 
fiercer  stuff  later.  The  pubs 


disgorged  drinks  into  the  street 
and  the  lighthouse  sent  its  beam 
out  over  the  town's  roofs. 
Reluctant  children,  too  tired  for 
more  fun  and  longing  for  sleep, 
but  sensing  that  the  party  might 
go  on  for  ever,  were  taken  off  to 
bed.  only  consoled1  by  checking 
that  their  parents  had  crashed 
out  too. 

But  the  effort  of  it  all  was  too 
great,  and  the  hiru-of  emerging 
wildness  perhaps  too  real: 


anyway,  the  carnival  -  was 
dropped  for  this  year.  Queuing 
for  bread  at  the  bakers,  the 
residents  -  the  new  wave  of 
-senior  citizens,  crisp  and  smart 
in  dinky  tweeds  -  mutter  to. 
each'  other  about  how  "the 
visitors”  make  shopping  im¬ 
possible.  The  beer  is  Adnams:  it 
is  brewed  in  the  town,  scents  it. 
,nnd  is  delivered  by  dray  horse. 
Mostly  the  pubs  arc  accommo¬ 
dating:  children's  rooms  serve 
cut-price  deep-freeze  suppers, 
and  seem  pleased  to  see  even 
the  late-night  offspring  of 
camping  families.  Their  holiday 
rhythm  is  one  long  blast  of  sun. 
wind  and  walks,  from  sun-up  to 
.sundown.  ,  withj -no  distinction 
between  the  general  ions.  . 

The  ca'mp-silc  is  between  the 
sea .  and  what  -  was  once  the 
town’s  marsh.  The  marshland 
and  us  dykes  give  the  campers 
views  of  wilderness  of  a  sort, 
and  I*,  find  i  don't:- need 
anywhere  to  be  much  wilder  or 
lonelier  than  this:  If  we  feel 
doughty:  wc  can  always  go  to 
Dunwtch  or  Minsmere.  nearby. 

The  .  entire  self-sufficiency 
experience- « i>f  campuig  at 
Southwdld  is  just -right:  fish 
bought .  from  .  the  fisherman's 
hand-  fennel:  picked  in-  the 
hedgerows:  beer  brewed  under 


the  lighthouse's  eye.  Ttae  a 
even  parish  pump  fflgexy^Tne 
children  go  crabbing  while  the 
parents  elude  nearby,  mounting 
the  violence  itu  society  or 
whatever  .  everyone’s  current 
beef  i i  Fashions  .sweep  the 
campers:  now.  no  one  ..would 
fed  quite  right  wiuiotita 
'barbecue,  and  the  evening  scene 
has  more  billowing  Smoke  than 
a  Western's  bivouac.  -Tbetvinto 
town  for  abcer.a  Imw 
there-  and;  a  longer  one  back  ® 
the  lee  of  the  dunes  arid  tin  sea 
wall 

.  .This  is  a  sea-going  fishing 
port  stilt,  though  the  .harbour  is 

in  the  creek  of  the  Blyth,  across 
which  is  Walberswick  (some¬ 
how  a  touch  .  more  painterly 
than  Southwold).  A  rowing  boat 
ferry  downstream  and,  further 
inland,  an  abandoned  railway 
bridge  whose  track-  is  now  a 
footpath  connect  the  two.  A 
gravel  lane  .runs  along  .the 
estuarine  harbour,  with  its 
wooden  jetties,  nets  and  a  few 
yachts,  from  the  camp-site  to 
the  Harbour  Inn  and  beyond, 
up  to  that  lovely  church  where 
the  salt  marsh  gives  way  to  river 
proper,  in  the  reedish  landscape 
which  Britten  made  respectable. 

This  summer,  I  wondered  if 
we  should  seek  more  dramatic 
holidays.  Then,  at  5am,  I  beard 
the  lifeboat's  maroon  while  I  lay 
in  the  peculiar  muggy  glow  of  a 
tent  at  dawn.  At  the  harbour 
mouth,  pinna!  on  its  side  by  a 
strong  tide,  a  fierce  wind,  the 
birth  of  a  mockingly  bright  day 
and  the  comments  of  a  few 
fishermen,  was  a  beautiful, 
suffering  Dutch  yacht  aground 
and  battered  by  waves. 

Who  said  that  Southwold  was 
undramatic?  But  perhaps,  just 
perhaps,  it  does  suffer  -  if  that 
is  the  word  -  from  a  slight 
smugness  about  itself,  which  is 
shared  even  by  those  who  only 
aspire  to  a  few’  square  feet  of  its 
downtown  swanl  Otherwise, 
heaven.

Why  Leghorn?  it  has  oo  major 
tourist  sights,  no  luxury  hotels 
and  not  a  Botticelli  in  the  place. 

It  has  a  trump  card:  it  is  an 
admirably  convenient  centre  for 
users  of  public  transport.  Italy 
can  be  delightful,  but  many 
people  -  and  1  am  one  -  find 
driving  there  pure  hell.  Com¬ 
pared  wiih  France  it  is  grossly 
overcrowded:  every  Italian  has 
u  motor  car  and  uses  it 
vigorously. 

Unless  one  confines  oneself 
to  mountain  villages  (and 
precipices)  one  is  condemned  to 
•»weat  it  out  in  smelly  traffic 
jams  near  crossroads  that  can  be 
negotiated  only  with  Laun 
bravura,  or  to  funnel  oneself 
into  motorways  infested  by 
hurtling  articulated  lomes  and 
limousines  piloted  by  thick¬ 
necked  persons  zooming 
towards  the  sauerkraut  and 
bratwurst  of  Sorrento.  Oh.  it  is 
so  nice  to  leave  the  car  at  home! 

The  Rome  Express  stops  at 
Leghorn.  Leave  Victoria  today 
and  wake  up  at  Livorno  (as  the 
locals  obstinately  call  the  place) 
tomorrow  morning,  with  no 
change  of  trains  after  Calais.  Or 
fly  -  Pisa  is  the  airport,  next 
door.  Then  settle  in  for  a  week's- 
ora  fortnight's  operations. 

There  are  frequent  trains  to 
Pisa,  a  quarter  of  an  hour  away, 
and  one  must  climb  the  Leaning 
Tower  once  in  one's  life  (twice 
would  be  over-doing  it).  The 
Tower,  the  Baptistery,  the 
Cathedral  (where  Galileo  in¬ 
vented  the  pendulum,  watching 
a  swaying  candelabrum  during 
the  sermon)  and  the  Campo 
Santo  are  all  neatly  grouped 
together  on  the  grass,  sur¬ 
rounded  by  picturesque  coach-

Trains  and  boats  offer  a  sane  alternative 
to  driving  in  Italy,  writes  John  P.  Harris 


loads  of  Japanese  and  Finns, 
and  by  stalls  selling  Leaning 
Towers  wnh  electric  lights 
inside.  Sacred  Hearts.  Michfr- 
larigdo’s  David  in  small  sizes 
and  dinner  plates  with  Pope 
John  and  President  Kennedy  on 
them. 

Thai  part  of  the  town  is  a 
mile  from  the  station:  a  pleasant 
stroll  through  less  crowded 
streets,  some  for  pedestrians- 
only.  There  are  other  things  to 
see  in  Pisa  -  the  Museo 
Na/ionalc  for  one  -  but  having 
done  the  Tower  the  crowds 
move  on.  Eat  at  Sergio's  on  the 
River  Amo.  more  cheaply  at 
fast-food  joints  near  the -Tower, 
or  at  pizzerias  near  the  univer¬ 
sity. 

A  lovely  little  railcar 
trundles  its  way 
up  the  Apuane  Alps 

Lucca,  one  hour  by  train,  is 
well  worth  a  visit.  An  agreeable 
city  with  a  good  promenade 
around  the  ramparts,  it  has 
decent  restaurants  (I  like  the 
Buca  di  Sant'Amonio).  interest¬ 
ing  churches  and  old  streets 
(don't  miss  the  Piazza  del 
Anfilealro). 

Of  course  there  "is  Florence, 
an  hour  and  a  half  away.  To 
"do''  it  properlv  takes  a  week, 
or  a  lifetime.  But  if  one  has 
never  been  there  before,  a  well- 
planned  day  trip  gives  a 
satisfactory  taste.  Others  have 
written  about.  Florence,  so  I 
won’L 

Siena-  is  two  hours  away 
(change  at  Empoli).  So  is 
Volterra  (change  at  Cecina).  but 
as  the  station  is  on  the  plain  you 
need  the  bus  to  reach  this 
Etruscan  hill-top  town. 

And  for  real  railway  buffs 
there  is  a  lovely  little  railcar  that 
trundles  its  way  slowly  up  and 
down  through  the  Apuane  Alps 
!  from  Lucca  to  Aulla  and  back, 

'  two  hours  each  way  (take  a 
!  picnic). 

What  about  the  sea?  There 
arc  daily  boats  from  Leghorn  to 
Elba,  a  three-hour  trip.  Usually 
the  time-table  forces  one  to 
spend  the  night  on  the  island. 
No  problem:  Elba  has  lots  of 
!  hotels  nowadays,  many  in 
i  the  luxury  class  (back-packing 
hippies  who  want  to  sleep  on 
the  beaches  tend  to  get  chivvied 
on)  and  there  are  good  bus 
services  from  the  port  of 
Portoferraio. 

There  are  '  other  Tuscan 
islands.  Capraia  means  a  three- 
hour  seii  sometimes  with  a  stop 
at  Gorgona  (a  penal  colony)  on 
the  way.  Here  the  time-table 
permits  a  return  trip  in  the 
.day.  with  a  few  hours  on  the 


island,  which  has  hotels  with 
restaurants. 

There  are  boats  every  day  to 
Bastia.  in  Corsica,  which  take 
about  four  hours.  In  the  season 
one  can  go  there  and  back  in  a 
da\.  Or  go  home  that  way:  take 
a  Corsican  train  or  bus  to 
Ajaccio  or  Calvi.  another  boat 
to  Toulon  or  Nice,  and  there's 
the  train. 

Rcoopurieriding. leghorn  as  a 
convenient  and  "  economical 
advance  base  for  such  ex¬ 
peditions  is  unfair  to.  the  lown 
itself.  What  has  it  got  to  offer? 

There  is  a  world  of  difference 
between,  say.  Liverpool  or 
Rotterdam  and  a  thriving 
Mediterranean  seaport  The 
sky.  the  colours,  the  cheerful¬ 
ness  ...  it  is  no  hardship  to 
lunch  on  spaghetti.  Jriiio  tnisio 
and  a  bottle  of  wine  under  a 
striped  awning  overlooking  the 
passenger  harbour.  There,  with 
luck,  the  three-masted  sailing 
ship  Amerigo  Vespucci  might 
be  taking  on  a  load  of  smart 
cadets  with  tiny  swords  dang¬ 
ling  at  their  belts. 

Wander  past  the  statue  of 
Ferdinand  .1  and  the  four 
chained  Moors  (there  was  once 
a  slave  market  here),  the  dry 
dock,  the  shipyard,  the  little 
fishing  boats  (they  catch  sar¬ 
dines  at  night,  with  flares  in  the 
prow)  and-  you  reach  a  wide 
promenade.  It  runs  on  for  a 
couple  of  miles,  past  the 
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aquarium,  the  bathing  beaches, 
the  hopeful  anglers,  the  Naval 
Academy,  the  race  course  and 
villas  both  Renaissance  and 
Victorian.  Avoid* the  centre  of 
that  suburb. 

The  autostrada  from  Nice  via 
Genoa  just  manages  to  bypass 
Leghorn  and  then  peters  out 
leaving  the  traffic  to  hoot  and 
stink  its  way  onward  to  Roma 
But  the  sea  front  is  civilized. 
There’s  a  little  palazzo  where 
Emma  Hamilton  used  to  stay 
when  Nelson  was  in  port.  - 

In  laci  there's  a  strong  local 
connection  with  England  for¬ 
ced  by  the  son  of  Elizabeth's 
favourite.  Leicester.  Robert 
Dudlc).  bom  in  1574.  was  a 
colonel  at  14,’  a  student  of 
shipbuilding  at  Oxford,  then  a 
naval  captain: '  sailing  to  the 
Orinoco  and  destroying  Spanish 
ships'.  ‘ 

Piqued  because  the  Star 
Chamber  refused  to  declare  his 
legitimacy,  he  came  to  Tuscany 
in  1605  and1  stayed  45  years, 
serving  the  Medicis.  He  de¬ 
signed  and  built  a  war  fleet  in 
Leghorn  for  the  Grand-Duke 
Ferdinand  I.  swept  the  seas  of 
pirates  and  reconstructed  the 
harbour  fortifications. 

Fish,  flesh,  fowl  and 
great  wheels  of 
Parmesan  cheese 

He  wrote  the  great  Arctuio  del 
More,  the  bible  of  contempor¬ 
ary  naval  science.  There's  a 
plaque  to  his  memory  near  the 
Fortezza  Veccia:’  A  Roberto 
Dudley,  duca  di  Nortumbria . . 

.  From  his  time  onward,  trade 
with  England  was  busy.  It  was  a 
free  port,  with  a  colony;  of 
British  businessmen  importing 
wheat  from  King's  Lynn,  red 
herrings  from  Yarmouth  and 
coal  from  Newcastle.  It  became 
a  -  semi-official  base  for  the 
Royal  Navy,  and  Nelson  knew 
it  well. 

There  were  regular  shipping 
lines  from  London  and  Liver¬ 
pool  well  into  the  past  century. 
No  wonder  the  Gmitero 
Inglese  in  the  Via  Verdi,  was 
full  by  1840.-  There  one  should 
shed  a  tear  on  the  grave  (a  fine 
obelisk,  actually)  of  Smollett., 
that  -bad-tempered  traveller, 
■who  wrote  -  Humphrey  Clinker 
at  Leghorn  then  died;  add- on 
the  sentimental,  graceful  and 
eloquent  tombs  of  British  peers, 
generals,  consuls,  vicars  and  a 
couple  of  sailors  whose  cannon 
exploded  when’  saluting  the 
King's  birthday. 

Consider,  too.  the  sonorous 
counsels  of  moderation  on  the 
tomb  of  a  British  officer  who 
died  of  -over-indulgence  at  a 
reception  in  Florence  in  the 
■1820s.  . 

There  are  livelier  scenes  at 
the  big  market  hall:  Mediter¬ 
ranean  fish,  flesh'  and  fowl.

Gambling  centre  of  the  galaxy 


The  fruit  machine  was  being 
sick:  sicker  than  any  fruit 
machine  I  had  ever  seen.  Its 
steel  insides  shuddered  with 
convulsive  generosity  and  a 
silver  cascade  fell  over  the 
collecting  tray  on  to  the  floor. 

Even  in  Las  Vegas,  the 
Niagarous  fall  of  money  turns 
heads.  People  in  the  casino 
stopped  to  watch  and  the  cause 
of  the  machine's  discomfort,  a 
woman  of  cultured  pearls  and 
lucky  touch,  looked  embar- 
■rassed.  She  was  trying  to  shovel 
the  money  into  a  plastic  bucket 
which  is  provided  for  such 
emergencies.  But  it  was  a  losing 
battle  and  elation  was  impos¬ 
sible  under  the  stare  of  jealous 
eyes  who  had  seen  their  own 
money  digested  with  nothing 
but  keen  ingratitude. 

i  had  a  vision  of  the  casino 
king  in  hts  counting  house, 
counting  out  the  woman's 
bucketful  of  25  cent  pieces,  and 
the  woman  like  some  petulant 
election  candidate,  demanding 
a  recount.  But  minutes  later  she 
was  back,  bucket  empty  and 
$500  in  notes  in  her  hand.  She 
had  simply  poured  her  winnings 
into  a  sort  of  electronic  gobbler 
which  swtfUy  counted  the 
money  and  changed  it  into 
dollar  bills.  Two  thousand 
coins.  $500  -  exactly. 

Some  13  million  visitors 
come  to  Las  Vegas  each  year 
and  for  their  average  four-day 
stay  they  are  hermetically  sealed 
by  the  desert  into  an  oasis  of 
Involous  unreality  where  time 
has  ambled  to  a  halt  (there  are 
no  clocks),  and  an  earthly 
eternity  of  gambling,  money 
and  flesh-shows  has  taken  over. 
It  sounds  a  depressing  scenario 
where  the  sins  of  a  godless 
America  find  haven. 

Yet  in  ihe  afternoon  under¬ 


world  of  one  of  the  big  casinos, 
fluorescent  shadow  contrasting 
unhealhity  with  azure  sky  and 
snow-capped  mountains  out¬ 
side.  there  exists  a  quite 
unexpected  warmth  and  friend¬ 
liness.  It  is  the  camaraderie  of 
the  brave  and  of  the  damned. 
East  Coast  high  roller,  local 
cowboy  and  Japanese  tourist  - 
gamblers  all.  they  must  lose  all. 

Though  a  “hall  of  fame” 
looks  down  from  the  casino 
walls  -  rows  of  frozen  faces  who 
have  won  SI 00.000  -  that  is 
only  a  sub-plot  to  the  central 
theme.  The  roulette  wheel  spins 
no  favours,  but  this  equality 
dissolves  barriers  of  race  and 
class  and.  as  some  poppy  drug, 
releases  a  fusion  of  cheerful 
doom  and  good  will  which  I 
have  never  seen  elsewhere. 

The  splashiest  casino  hotels 
arc  along  The  Strip,  where  ii  all 
began  in  1940.  At  night  it  turns 
into  a  neon  fantasy,  cartwheel¬ 
ing  colours  which  bedazzle- and 
rape  the  eye  and  whose 
overwhelming  vulgarity  as¬ 
sumes  a  passing  grandeur.  An 
exhortation  pasted  in  the  hotel 
bedroom  to  conserve  “pre¬ 
cious"  energy,  falls  rather  flat 
after  seeing  the  electric  mega- 
wasle  outside.

Three  miles  away  is  down¬ 
town.  known  as  “Glitter 
Gulch",  which  is  another  showy 
cluster  of  15  casino  hotels.  In 
between  is  a  no-man’s-Iand  of 
run-down  motels  and  wedding 
parlours.  Las  Vegas  is 
America's  Gretna  Green  and 
the  parlours  provide  an  all-dn- 
dusivc  and  immediate  service  - 
dressing  rooms.  witnesses, 
minister  and  video  recording. 

in  the  city's  cheaper  hotels, 
the  bedside  Gideon  Bible  has 
given  way  to  a  colour  brochure 
advertising  “Las  Vegas  Show¬ 
girls".  A  bikinied  blonde  on  the 
front  cover  pouts  her  telephone 
number  and  the  inquiry  “Are 
you  man  enough?”.  Inside  is  an 
advertisement  for  the  "Cherry 
Patch",  the  nearest  legal  brothel 
to  Las  Vegas,  “only  an  hour's 
scenic  drive  away".  But  it  is 
gambling,  not  sex.  which  draws 
the  millions  to  Vegas  and  in 
general  the  seamier  side  re¬ 
mains  surprisingly  in  the 
background. 

In  recent  years  the  prc-cmi- 
ncnce  which  Las  Vegas  has 
enjoyed,  as  gambling  centre  of 
ihe  galaxy,  has  been  threatened 
by  the  emergence  of  rival 
Atlantic  City.  Las  Vegas  is 
lighting  back  in  a  manner 
gleaming  with  opulent  over¬ 
statement:  an  $800  million 
airport  remodelling,  a  $26 
million  baseball  field  and  a  $10 
million  worldwide  advertising 
campaign  which  emphasized 
the  city's  change  from  high 
roller  town  to  middle-class 
mccca  where  the  kids  can  come 
loo. 

All  that  glisters  is  not  gold 
they  say.  Bui  in  Las  Vegas  it's 
amazing  whal  they  can  do  with 
a  bit  of  glitter.

Securing  your  holiday  touring 


Driving  a  car  abroad  holds 
uncommon  hazards.  Most  of 
the  rest  of  the  world,  after  all. 
drives  on  the  wrong  side  of  the 
road.  And  many  returning 
Britons  tend  to  be  of  the 
opinion  that  driving  standards 
in  the  country  they  have  just 
visited  are  not  perhaps  what 
they  might  be.  So  the  careful 
traveller  will  make  sure  he  is 
adequately  insured. 

At  least,  he  will  try.  Through 
no  fault  of  his  own.  he  may  well 
not  succeed.  Whether  you  arc 
going  on  a  fly/drive  holiday, 
hiring  a  car  or  taking  your  own. 
\ou  could  easily  find  yourself 
grossly  under-insured  if  an 
accident  happens. 

Problems  stem  from  stalu- 
iory  motor  insurance  require¬ 
ments:  in  virtually  every  eoun- 
i ry  they  arc  different.  In  the 
United  States  things  arc  even 
more  complex  since  each  state 
has  its  own  requirements. 

For  example,  in  Britain,  third 
party  risk  -  which  covers  you 
against  being  sued  for  the  death 
or  injury  of  other  people  in  an 
accident  -  must  be  unlimited, 
but  there  is  no  requirement  for 
cover  against  property  damaged 
in  3n  accident.  In  most 
countries  on  the  Continent, 
however,  the  situation  is  re¬ 
served.  There  is  a  statutory 
minimum  requirement  for 
cover  against  damaged  property 
jnd  a  minimum  limit  set  on 
third  party  cover.

suranec  policy  will  still  be  valid. 
But  it  will  only  cover  you  up  to 
the  statutory  minimum  of  the 
country  in  which  you  arc 
travelling.  In  some  countries, 
the  amount  is  so  high  that  it 
would  probably  cover  any  likely 
claims  against  you.  In  Belgium, 
for  instance,  cover  for  both 
personal  injury  and  property 
damage  is  unlimited.  Bui  in 
others,  particularly  Turkey, 
where  the  personal  injury 
minimum  is  a  paltry  750.000 
lira  (around  £1.000)  you  would 
almost  certainly  find  yourself 
having  to  foot  the  lion's  share  of 
claims  against  you  out  of  your 
own  pocket. 

The  limits  in  different  coun¬ 
tries  lend  to  be  laid  out 
differently  as  well.  Denmark 
lays  down  a  total  personal 
injury  minimum  ’of  Kr  10 
million  (£714.000)  per  accident 
while  France  has  a  limit  of  F5 
million  (£425.000)  per  claim  per 
vehicle  -  though  some  vehicles 
attract  unlimited  cover.  West 
Germany  and  Italy  put  limits 
on  each  person  injured.  In  the 
former  the  amount  is  DM  I 
million  (£258.000)  per  person 
while  in  Italy  this  drops  to  L75 
million  (£2'9.0Q0).  Greece  is

since  the  total  personal  injury 
limit  on  each  accident  is  a  mere 
Dr  1.5  million  (£8.200). 

A  further  hazard  is  that  in 
some  countries  the  statutory 
requirements  do  not  include 
other  members  of  the  family. 

The  simple  solution  to  this  is 
to  make  sure  you  take  a  “green 
card"  with  you,  which  your  own 
UK  insurance  company  will 
provide  on  rcquesL  The  card 
upgrades  your  insurance  cover 
to  its  full  UK  value  anywhere  in 
the  EEC.  Turkey  and  some 
Eastern  European  countries 
such  as  East  Germany  and 
Czechoslovakia.  But  it  may  still 
leave  you  under-insured  as  far  as 
property  damage  is  concerned. 

If  you  are  hiring  a  car  abroad, 
the  situation  is  even  worse.  The 
hire  company  will  offer  you 
insurance  giving  "full  cover” 
but  the  chances  are  that  it  will 
give  you  nothing  more  than  the 
statutory  minimum  of  the 
country  concerned.  There  is  not 
much  you  can  do  about  that. 

As  a  spokesman  for  General 
Accident.  Britain’s  largest 
motor  insurer,  explained,  “a 
UK  insurance  company  would 
not  give  you  extra  cover  for  car 
hire  before  you  actually  went 
abroad  because  it  would  not 
know  w-hat  car  you  were  driving 
or  where  you  intended  to  go”.  A 
British  company  might  direct 
you  to  one  of  its  local  agents  or 
even  to  a  related  insurance 
company  in  the  country  you 
were  visiting.  That  might  solve 
the  problem  of  how  to  get  extra 
cover  locally  but  will  add 
considerably  to  the  compli¬ 
cations  of  organizing  your 
holiday- 

However,  you  can  buy  extra 
cover  in  this  country  before 
going  abroad  if  you  are  renting  a 
car  in  the  USA.  Following 
publicity  in  the  last  two  years 
about  the  shortcomings  of 
visitors'  motor  policies  in  North 
America,  a  scheme  has  now 
been  arranged  which  enables 
extra  cover  to  be  bought  in 
advance. 

The  alternative,  and  probably 
the  safest,  method  to  rent  a  car 
and  get  reasonable  insurance 
cover,  is  to  go  through  one  of 
the  big  international  car  rental 
firms.  They  automatically  in¬ 
clude  the  cost  of  the  cover  m  the 
overall  rental  charge.  Avis,  for 
instance,  gives  third  party  cover 
of  $100,000  per  person  with  a 
Jimit  on  the  total  injury  cover 
per  accident  of  $300,000.  for  the 
USA,  Property  damage  cover  is 
$25,000  per  accident.  The 
companies  insist  that  the  cover 
they  offer  is  always  well  above 
the  statutory  minimuxns  of  the 
countries  where  the  car  is  being, 
driven. 

The  other  benefit  of  hiring 
through  them  is  that 
your  insurance  policy  is  in 
■English.  There  is  great  merit  in 
understanding  your  policy  be¬ 
fore  finding  out  the  hard  way  - 
after  an  accident. 


OUT  AND  ABOUT:  ON  THE  BEACH 


There’s  more  to  the  seaside  than  sunbathing  and  sandcastles.  Fishing,  for  example,  and  photography 

Direct  lines  to 
the  deep,  no 
charges  made 


Few  holidaymakers  can  resist 
pausing  to  watch  the  line  of  sea 
anglers  at  the  end  of  a  pier. 
Their  presence  is  almost  as 
essential  to  the  image  of  a  resort 
holiday  as  funfairs,  fish  and 
chips  and  saucy  postcards. 

Hour  after  hour  they  wait 
stoically  by  their  pails  of  bail, 
boxes  of  leads  and  businesslike 
rods.  A  rod  lip  bends,  the  angler 
’reels  in  frantically  and,  if  he  is 
lucky,  a  fish  is  on  the  end.  If  not 
his  efforts  reveal  nothing  more 
than  a  nibbled  lugworm. 

Sea  angling  is  a  year-round 
sport  for  its  aficionados  but 
there  is  no  reason  why  the 
holidaying  angler  should  not  try 
his  hand  during  the  warm, 
pleasant  days  of  summer.  After 
all.  sea  angling  is  one  of  the  least 
restricted  forms  of  fishing.  The 
sea  is  not  privately  owned  nor 
docs  the  fisherman  require  a 
licence. 

However,  the  chances  of 
getting  on  to  a  boat  and  fishing 
at  any  depth  out  to  sea  are 
limited  during  holiday  times 
simply  because  most  skippers 
are  fully  booked,  particularly  at 
weekends.  A  weekday  might  be 
possible  but  it's  best  for  the 
beginner  to  start  with  a  little 
practice  on  shore. 

At  this  lime  of  year,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  National  Federation

of  Sea  Anglers,  there  is  a  fair 
variety  of  fish  around  our 
coasts.  On  the  East  Coast  from 
the  Thames  Estuary  south  there 
arc  flounders,  bass,  cels  and 
garfish  while  coming  round  on 
to  the  Kent  coast  and  the 
Channel  the  angler  could  also 
hope  for  dabs,  dogfish  and 
pouting.  At  night  or  early  in  the 
morning  there  may  also  be 
some  sole. 

Further,  along  the  South 
Coast  there  may  be  mackerel 
and  as  we  go  west  and  the  coast 
grows  rocky  the  angler  could 
find  wrasse,  spurdog  and  tope. 
There  may  also  be  coal  fish, 
skate,  pollock  and  conger  eels. 

Off  Wales  and  the  North- 
West  the  fishing  catch  could 
include  whiting  and  this  year 
there  are  said  to  be  quite  a  lot  of 
bass.  This  is  less  true  further 
north,  but  while  Scotland  lacks 
many  of  the  southern  fish  there 
are  codling  instead.  On  the 
north-east  coast  there  are 
flounders  and  coalfish  but  com-

ing  south  past  the  Humber  the 
catch  changes  to  dabs,  whiling 
and  pouting. 

The  type  of  fish  to  be  found 
depends  on  the  nature  of  the 
shoreline  and  the  feeding  habits 
of  the  fish.  Flounders,  for 
example,  may  be  in  the 
mudflats  and  creeks  of  estuaries 
while  codling  and  tope  feed  on 
the  waters  round  reefs  or  at  the 
bottom  of  cliffs.  Piers  can 
provide  rich  pickings  of  mullet, 
bass  and  small  bream. 

This  is  also  the  time  of  year 
when  sea  trout  and  salmon  start 
to  move  into  rivers  in  the 
South-West  and  Wales,  but  they 
are  covered  by  licence  require¬ 
ments. 

The  sort  of  tackle  a  novice 
sea  angler  requires  could  cost 
between  £20  and  £60  depending 
on  what  he  wants  to  spend.  The 


federation  does  not  recommend 
the  simple  hand  lines  on  sale  at 
most  resorts  because  they  are 
dangerous  to  cast,  requiring  the 
angler  to  swing  the  leaded  line 
like  a  bolus  before  casting. 

A  reasonable  beach  rod  could 
be  bought  for  about  £20  and  the 
prices  of  reels  vary.  It  is  possible 
to  use  coarse  tackle  tike  a  pike 
rod,  but  with  heavier  line  at 
between  25  and  301b  to  break 
the  strain.  Mackerel  and  bass 
can  be  caught  on  fly.  fishing 
tackle  but  elegant  casting  is 
hardly  likely  on  a  pier. 

Baits  will  depend  on  the  area 
and  local  tackle  dealers  are  the 
best  source  of  information. 
They  will  also  be  able  to  advise 
on  good  spots  or  problems. 
There  may  be  a  fee  for  pier 
fishing  but  there  should  be  few 
other  costs.  Freshwater  hand 


nets  are  not  usually  needed. 
Fishing  on  rocky  stretches  of 
coasts  will  need  care  because 
the  sea  is  a  far  more  lively  water 
than  anything  inland.  A  change 
of  weather  can  produce  heavier 
waves  and  possible  danger. 

It  is  always  worth  checking 
tide  tables  and  getting  a  weather 
forecast  before  setting  off. 

Local  resort  tourist  offices  will 
provide  details  of  ffsfting 
conditions.  77w  Sea  Angler’s  Guide 
to  Britain  and  Ireland  by  John 
Darting  (Lutterworth  Press,  £8.50) 
gives  details  of  fikely  spots,  the 
Ashing  possibilities  and  Includes 
local  places  of  interest  for  the  rest 
of  the  family.  The  Pocket  Guide  to 
Saltwater  Fishing  by  Michael 
Prichard  (Collins,  £2.95)  is  a  good 
beginner's  guide  which  will  tuck 
into  a  jacket  for  quick  reference 


Anyone  wishing  to  break  new 
ground  on  the  beach  could 
hardly  do  better  than  leave  the 
ground  altogether  and  take  to 
the  water. 

Recent  years  have  seen  a 
growing  popularity  in  photogra¬ 
phy  beneath  the  waves  with  the 
emergence  of  affordable  under¬ 
water  equipment  But  because 
of  the  simple  fact  that  water  is 
thicker  than  air  (apart  from 
being  wet)  it  throws  up  a  whole 
range  of  new  problems. 

The  first  of  these  is  refrac¬ 
tion.  As  ligjht  passes  from  the 
thicker  medium  to  the  thinner 
medium  of  air  in  which  the 
camera  and  film  arc  enclosed, 
the  light  "bends",  distorting  the 
image.  The  same  effect  can  be 
seen  when  a  swimmer’s  leg  is 
half  in  and  half  out  of  the  water. 
The  effect  of  refraction  is  to 
make  lenses  behave  differently 
underwater  to  the  way  they 
perform  on  land  by  narrowing 
their  angle  of  coverage,  making 
a  35mm  lens  behave  more  like  a 
50mm  one. 

The  second  problem  is 
plankton  which ,  reflects  light 
like  dust  thus  causing  blurred 
focus,  especially  when,  as  is 
often  the  case,  electronic  flash 
has  to  be  used. 

The  way  around  the  com¬ 
bined  problems  of  refraction, 
plankton  and  general  poor 
visibility  is  to  use  wide  angle 
lenses  of  24mm  or  wider  for 
their  good  depth-of-field  at  wide 
apertures,  or  macro  lenses  to  gel 
in  close  to  the  subject.  Macro 
(close-up)  photography  usually 
proves  the  most  successful 
starling  point  for  beginners  with 
stationary  subjects  such  as 
starfish,  anemones  and  coral. 

Exposure,  too.  must  be  rc-

calculated  underwater  unless  an 
underwater  exposure  meter  is 
used  or  a  special  and  expensive 
ihrough-the-lens  metering  sys¬ 
tem  is  incorporated,  as  with 
Nikon's  Nikonos  V  and  the 
Hanimex  Amphibian.  As  3  rule, 
the  aperture  will  have  to  be 
opened  by  at  least  a  stop  more 
than  the  equivalent  land  ex¬ 
posure. 

The  deeper  you  go.  the  more 
is  colour  absorbed  by  the  water. 
Red  is  lost  at  around  20ft  depth, 
orange  at  35ft,  yellow  at  65ft, 
while  everything  becomes  just  a 
bluish  grey  at  around  100ft 

In  comparison  with  prices  for 
land  cameras,  where  adequate 
models  are  quite  cheap  in  the 
limited  range  of  water-tight 
equipment  you  get  only  what 
you  pay  for.  But  for  those  who 
wish  no  more  than  to  take  a  few 
pictures  while  snorkelling,  the 
Minolta  Weathcrmatic  at  £50 
could  be  the  answer,  being 
waterproof  to  a  depth  of  15ft  It 
lakes  NO  format  cartridge  film 
and  can  be  happily  used  on  land 
too. 

Also  taking  1 10  cartridge  film 
are  the  Sea  &  Sea  Pocketmarine 
(£115  approx)  and  the  Hanimex 
Amphibian  NO  (£146),  both 
waterproof  to  a  depth  of  150ft 
and.  like  Instamaiic  cameras, 
with  fixed  focus  lenses.  As  with 
all  1 10  format  cameras,  the 
small  size  of  the  film  limits  the 
image  quality  and  much  more

satisfying  results  are  to  be  had 
with  35mm  cameras. 

Cheapest  in  the  35mm  range 
is  the  Sea  and  Sea  Motor-marine 
(£190)  which  is  focused  manu¬ 
ally  but  - has  a  fixed  shutter 
speed  of  ]/I00th  of  a  second. 
More  sophisticated  is  the 
Hanimex  35mm  Amphibian 
with  motorized  film  advance 


and  programmed  exposure 
metering,  all  for  £274. 

But  the  star  of  35mm 
underwater  gear  must  be  the 
Nikonos  V.  originally  devel¬ 
oped  in  co-operation  with 
Jacques' Cousteau,  and  made  by 
Nikon.  Equally  versatile  on 
land  or  in  Water,  it  is  an 
auto/manuai  professional  qual¬ 


ity  camera  offering  iM.tnk. 
accurate  ihrough-the-lens  flash 
exposure  metering  with  the 
Nikon  102  Specdlight.  Price 
about  £360.  flash  extra.  The 
earlier  Nikonos  III  was  a  long¬ 
time  favourite  with  experienced 
sub-aquatic  photographers  and 
it  may  be  possible  to  pick  up  a 
good  one  second-hand. 

Although  all  the  cameras 
mentioned,  with  the  exception 
of  the  Nikonos  V,  have  built-in 
flash,  these  arc  only  really 
effective  in  clear  water,  so 
extras  such  as  powerful  otf- 
camera  flashguns  or  strobes 
(orice  range  £801400)  can 
prove  essential  for  consistent 
results.  Hanimex  are  to  intro¬ 
duce  a  specially  priced  package 
offer  of  their  strobe  (normally 
£215)  when  bought  with  a 
Hanimex  camera. 

An  alternative  lo  investing  in 
an  underwater  camera  is  to 
consider  a  waterproof  housing 
for  your  ordinary  35mm  cam¬ 
era.  Though  this  may  sound  a 
good  option,  underwater  hous¬ 
ings  cost  upwards  of  £300  and 
prevent  manual  focusing  of  the 
camera.  Also  available  is  a 
waterproof  plastic  bag  made  by 
Ewa-Marine  of  Hendon,  north 
London,  which  offers  access  to 
the  camera  via  a  built-in 
“glove,”  and  costs  only  £36.  It 
will  accommodate  a  standard 
35mm,  and  although  it  is 
clumsy  to  use  it  could  prove  a 
reasonable  and  inexpensive 
starting  point. 

For  colour  prints,  Kodacolor 
VRI00  film  works  well  for 
general  shots.  Kodachromc  64 
200  for  slides.  Underwater 
photography  offers  a  whole  new 
world  to  be  recorded.

NORTHUMBERLAND 
Hadrian's  WaH 
Distance:

There  is  a  seemingly, 
insoluble  question  which 
is  always  one  step  ahead  of 
us  walkers:  how  to  make  a  line 
into  a  circle  if  we  are  only  out 
for  a  day.  Pot  more  simply,  it 
is  this:  how  do  we  get  back  to 
tbe  car  without  re-treading  our 
own  footsteps?  The  light  is 
fading  and  tbe  nearest  thing  to 
public  transport  is  the  back  of 
a  passing  bollock.  After  you, 
sir. 

Walks  don't  come  any  more 
linear  than  Hadrian's  Wall, 
which  takes  the  shortest 
course,  across  England  by  way 
of  the  whin  sill  (dark  layers  of 
hard  rock)  from  JBowness  on 
the  Solway  Firth  to  Wallsend 
on  the  Tyne.  An  excellent  little 
book*  by  Prewetts,  the  whole¬ 
food  people,  has  come  op  with 
a  useful  ploy,  taking  ns  from 
Houses  tea  ds  car  park  (by  die. 
old  Roman  fort  of  Vercovi- 
ciurn)  on  the  B6318,  ap¬ 


proached  from  the  A69  west 
out  of  Newcastle. 

It  is  not  so  much  a  circle  as 
a  lozenge,  running  eastwards 
to  Knag  Bunt  Gate,  the 
intriguing  remnant  of  a  fourth 
century  customs  post.  Here  a 
stream  still  runs  beneath  the 
wall  along  a  culvert  con¬ 
structed  by  the  Romans. 

Continniitg  to  the  east  along 
the  great  wall's  line,  yon  have 
a  vivid  view  of  the  drainage 
patterns  below  on  the  north¬ 
erly  land.  The  Prewett  peram¬ 
bulation  has  us  doubling  back 
sharply  to  the  west  soon  after 
the  aptly  named  Busy  Gap, 
where  many  an  tmpleasantry 
was  exchanged  between  the 


clans  of  the  borders.  Then  it  is 
a  four-mile  hike  parallel  with, 
but  not  too  close  to,  the  wall  as 
far  as  Steel  Rigg  (another  car 
park  here,  by  the  way).  Then 
eastwards  once  more  with 
crags  all  the  way.  First  Crag 
Lough,  then  Hotbank  Crags, 
-then  Cuddy's  Crags.  This  last 
is  the  best  bit  of  the  walk  from 
which  yon  can  see  the  wall, 
still  in  fine  nick,  striding  along 
the  top  of  the  ragged  scarp.  A 
case  of  Man  gilding  Nature's 
lily:,  if  ever  I  saw  one..

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IN  THE  GARDEN 


Underground  agents 
to  guarantee  colour 


Although  our  summer,  if  there 
has  been  one,  is  not  yet 
officially  over  we  must  now 
think  about  spring  colour  in  the 
garden  for  1986.  Flowering 
bulbs  are  probably  the  best 
suppliers  of  early  colour  and 
they  fit  into  most  gardens. 
Bulbs  have  their  spring  flower¬ 
ing  potential  already  built  in;  if 
all  you  were  to  supply  them 
with  was  water,  they  would  still 
flower.  They  might  not  be  as 
good  as  bulbs  grown  in  soil,  but 
a  fine  display  could  still  be 
expected.  Almost  ah  bulbs  like 
r  be  in  soils  which  are  well 
antined  and,  if  you  avoid  the 
extremes  in.  the  pH  range,  you 
will  And  that  they  will  usually 
tolerate  acid  or  allcaline  soils. 

One  of  the  nicest  ways  1  know 
of  using  bulbs  is  to  naturalize 
them:  that  is.  to  plant  them  out 
in  selected  sites  where  they  will 
remain  undisturbed  until  the 
stock  breaks  down. 

Naturalized  bulbs  rrmsL  be 
led  during  the  summer  to 
enable  them  to  produce  bulbs  of 
flowering  size  the  following 
spring.  They  prefer  a  good  all¬ 
purpose  fertilizer,  preferably 
one  which  is  not  too  high  in 
nitrogen.  Feed  twice  during  the 
growing  season,  beginning  once 
you  notice  that  the  bulbs  are 
past  their  best. 

Never  remove  the  foliage 
from  naturalized  bulbs  until  it 
has  become  like  straw  when  it 
can  be  cut  away  and  the  lawn 
itself  tidied  up.  Do  not  lie  the 
foliage  from  naturalized  bulbs 
with  string  or  clastic  bands;  it's 
best  to  allow  the  natural 
processes  to  take  place. 

If  you  plant  bedding  bulbs, 
they  must  be  removed  once 
they  have  finished  flowering  so 
you  can  get  the  next  bedding 
scheme  in.  This  often  means 
lifting  the  bulbs  before  they 
have  been  allowed  to  die  back. 


Carefully  lift  and  label  the 
groups  so  that  when  they  are 
required  next  year,  you  do  have 
some  idea  of  the  height  and 
colour  of  each  variety-  try  to  lift 
them  so  that  bulb  and  foliage 
are  still  attached. 

Naturalizing  varieties:  Select 
the  site  carefully:  for  example 
small  bulbs  will  be  hidden  in 
tall  rough  grass.  Some  of  the 
better  narcissus  for  naturalizing 
would  include  N  cydamineus 
and  its  forms.  N  bulbocodium , 
both  about  6in  talL  General 
naturalizing  forms  would  in¬ 
clude  King  Alfred,  Mount 
Hood.  Golden  Harvest  and 
Dutch  Master.  Jonquils  and 
actaea  are  tall  enough  to  look 
over  rougher  grass  areas. 
Smaller  bulbs  include;  Iris 
reticulata.  Sci/la  sibirica.  Chio- 
nodoxa  lucillae  and  of  course 
the  bluebells. 

Bedding  varieties:  All  the 
narcissus  can  be  used  from 
cydamineus.  which  flowers  in 
February,  to  Royal  Standard, 
which  is  the  latest  flowering 
variety  I  know.  There  are 
species  tulips  such  as  T  eichleri 
and  T  tarda ;  the  hybrids  of  T 
(jrcigii  and  Kanfmanniana  as 
well  os  the  single  and  double 
earliest  also  the  cottage  tulips 
plus  the  mainstays  which  are 
the  Darwins  and  the  Darwin 
hybrids.  Hyacinths  give  off  a 
delightful  scent,  gladioli  give  a 
different  form  to  the  beds  as  do 
the  Dutch  types  of  iris. 

Use  the  dwarf  forms  indoors: 
narcissus  and  tulips  are  both 
good  in  pots:  try  N  Paperwhiie 
and  N  Halvose  to  change  the 
format.  N  Geranium  is  one  of 
the  best  and  you  get  a  lot  of  the 
fairly  small  bulbs  in  a  pot. 
Double  early  tulips  make  a  great 
pot  show  as  do  hyacinths. 


Up  the  garden  path:  carefully  sited  vistas  in  a  personal  version  of  paradise 

Controlled  elegance  in 
the  pursuit  Of  privacy 


In  William  Lawson's  book.  A 
.Vov  Orchard  and  Carden, 
published  in  1676,  there  is  a 
drawing  of  his  ideal  garden; 
small  and  rectilinear,  it  is  a 
series  of  outdoor  spaces  defined 
by  a  rigid  geometry  and  each 
area  has  a  specific  planting  with 
cither  flowers,  vegetables,  fruit 
or  decorative  knots. 

Many  20th-century  gardens 
echo  such  ordered  designs,  with 
a  tendency  toward  small  enclos¬ 
ures  set  within  a  precise 
framework.  Indeed,  the  history 
of  gardens  in  this  century  is  one 
of  intimate  private  spaces  in 
which  people  have  attempted  to 
construct  their  own  versions  of 
paradise. 

The  lone  of  much  that  we 
admire  today  was  set  early  in 
the  century  by  Gertrude  Jekyll. 
Her  understanding  of  plant 
association  and  colour  was 
unique,  her  sense  of  design

firmly  in  the  20th  century.  The 
emphasis  is  on  small,  private 
enclosures,  -each  with  a  distinc¬ 
tive  and  individual  character  in 
the  planting. 

The  house  is  old  (c  1 600)  but 
the  garden  had  its  beginnings  in 
a  1910.  However,  it  was  not 
until  1933.  when  Phyllis  Reiss 
moved  in.  that  the  design  wc  see 
today  realty  became  established. 
For  28  years  she  tightened  and 
refined  the  Jekyll  style,  shoe- 
horning  it  into  what  was  at  first 
one  acre  but  which  quickly 
became  two.  The  paddock  to 
the  north  of

the  house  was 

outstanding  and  her  style  one  of  embraced  to  create  the  Cedar 
colour  perceived  in  a  painterly.  Lawn  and  a  tennis  court  to  the 
thoroughly  modem  way. 

Gardening  in  the  Jekyll 
tradition  is  a  fine  art  No  longer 
is  it  a  mere  display  of 
extravagance*  and  ostentation 
but  an  emotive  and  private 
appeal  to  the  hean  of  the 
spectator.  Intellectual  games  of 
the  landscapers  have  no  place 
here  as  the  available  space 
shrinks  and  our  gardens  become 
little  more  than  outside  rooms. 

At  Tintinhull  House  in 
Somerset  is  a  garden  in  the 
Jekyll  tradition  with  its  roots 


south-west  was  dug  up  to 
become  the  Pool  Garden. 

To  some  extent  Tintinhull  is 
overgroomed:  its  lawns  are 
perhaps  loo  manicured,  its' 
flower  beds  too  perfect  the 
vegetables  in  the  kitchen-garden 
loo  ordered.  Even  so.  each  is 
displayed  with  consummate 
regard  for  its  environment  and 
its  neighbour. 

Hie  profound  understanding 
of  colour  and  the  importance  of 
carefully  sited  vistas,  cutting 
across  the  enclosures  with  their 


brick  walls  and  yew  hedges, 
makes  this  garden  a  tour  de 
force.  Indeed.  Penelope  Hob- 
house.  who  has  lived  at 
TmtinhuU  for  the  past  five 
years.  -  is  well  known  as  a 
gardener  of  some  sensitivity. 

The  most  seductive  long  view 
is  from  the  west  -front  of  the 
house  down  along  the  length  of 
the  oldest  part  of  the  garden, 
where  a  narrow  stone  path, 
flanked  by  low  box  mounds, 
dissects  three  adjacent  enclos¬ 
ures.  These  aptly  demonstrate 
Phyllis  Reiss's  drills  in  plant 
association,  from  the  profusion 
of  lavender  and  agapanthus  in 
the  Eagle  Court  down  to  the 
splendour  of  the  Fountain 
Court,  where  grey-leafed  and 
white  plants  abound 

The  straightforward  treat¬ 
ment  of  the  long  rectilinear 
space  engenders  a  feeling  of 
controlled  elegance.  By  using 
the  painterly  device  of  alternat¬ 
ing  areas  of  light  and  shade 
falling  across  the  path  one's 
eyes,  and  eventually  one's  feet, 
are  taken  quickly  forward. 

The  view  back  toward  the 
house  from  the  western  end  of 
the  garden  is  perfection  and  is 
best  seen  on  a  rainy  day  when 
there  arc  few  visitors.

Most  parents  buy  some  kind  of  school 
uniform  for  their  children.  As  a  new  term 
approaches.  Beryl  Downing  counts  the  cost 


SHOPPING 
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The  classes  of  ‘85  are  going  lo 

COST  ihcir  parents  a  prcliy 

penny.  Clothes  for  a  first  term 
arc  likely  to  total  £200  even  at 
secondary  schools  which  make 
minimal  demands.  At  the  other 
end  of  the  scholastic  scale,  a  hoy 
preparing  for  his  first  term  at 
Eton  needs  equipment  costing 
more  than  £1.400. 

Last  year,  parents  speni  £542 
•  million  on  children's  clothing 
"for  formal  or  school  wear"  and 
Textile  Market  Studies,  which 
conducted  the  survey,  says  most 
of  this  would  be  school 
uniform. 

A  large  proportion  of  the 
total  will  be  spent  this  week  and 
next  as  fraught  parents  drag 
their  reluctant  young  round  the 
rails  of  flannel  and  polyester, 
praying  that  rherr  feet  and 
waists  will  slop  expanding  at 
least  until  term  starts 

For  the  stores  and  specialist 
outfitters,  the  headaches  don’t 
stop  then.  Unlike  the  chain 
stores  which  ofTcr  the  basic 
skin/trouscr/kmiwiear  in  a  lim¬ 
ited  range  of  colours,  the 
specialists  have  to  keep  stocks 
for  all  their  contracted  schools 
all  year  and  they  are  not 
popular  if  they  run  out  of 
standard  sizes. 

Fashion  trends  hinder  rather 
than  help.  This  year,  for 
instance,  most  girls  consider  it 
quite  impossible  lo  pay  serious 
attention  to  a  lesson  if"  they  are 
constrained  by  a  jumper"  that 
actually  fits,  li  must  be  several 
sizes  too  big.  So  all  the  3Sin 
knitwear  is  sold  out  to  girls  who 
couldn't  fill  a  couple  of  espresso 
cups  while  the  32in  jumpers  are 
still  on  ihc  shelves. 

Children  who  arc  Tatter  or 
taller  than  average  (politely 
labelled  S  for  sturdy  or  L  for 
long  and  thin  at  John  Lewis) 
can  have  special  sizes  made  up 
in  the  styles  already  earned,  but 
it  takes  time.  The  numbers  of 
suppliers  have  dwindled  in  the 
past  five  years  -  there  are  only 
two  mills  left  in  this  country 
which  produce  flannel  material 
lor  blazers  -  and  ordering  has  to 
he  done  at  least  two  months  in 
advance. 

Some  comprehensive  schools 
do  make  precise  demands  for 
their  students,  stipulating  spe¬ 
cial  uniform  for  class  and  games 
wear,  and  with  extra  house 
colours.  In  these  cases,  as  with 
all  private  schools,  the  only 
choice  the  parents  have  is  the 
retailer  they  go  to  and  often 
yaluc  takes  second  place  to 
convenience. 

If  the  school  is  more  relaxed 
about  uniform,  then  it  could  be 
worth  com  pan  ng  the  selections 
* i tiered  by  the  major  high  street 
chains.  But  bear  in  mind  that 
the  hardest  wearing  fabrics  will 
not  be  the  cheapest  and  that 
what  you  think  is  suitable  your 
potential  little  swot/ truant 
won't  even  try  on. 

Mrs  Carole  Martin,  mother 
of  15-vear-old  Keith  who 


modelled  for  our  photographs, 
reckons  that  a  first  term  at  any 
comprehensive  school  will  cost 
about  £200  if  you  shop  around 
ihc  high  street  chains  and 
specialist  outfitters  -  more  if 
you  “buy  everything  from  one 
slorc.  "Our  example  was  a 
comprehensive  school  supplied 
by  John  Lewis  with  specific 
uniform. 

The  quantities  shown  arc 
based  on  Mrs  Martin's  experi¬ 
ence.  Five  shins  may  not  be 
essential  hut  if  you.  too.  have  a 
responsible  job  -  she  runs  a 
children's  home  -  there  is  liulc 
time  to  keep  washing  shins 
during  the  week.

The  places  to  go  to  for 
uniform  in  Eton  are  not  the 
outfitters  with  the  glossiest 
frontages,  but  the  ones  with  the 
longest  traditions.  Tom  Brown 
at  I  and  2  High  Street  (07535 
f>5080).  is  probably  the  oldest 
tailor  in  Britain  and  cenainly 
the  only  one  specializing  in 
bespoke  tailoring  for  boys. 

Although  it  sounds  like  a 
refugee  from  Rugby  rather  than 
a  supplier  to  Eton,  the  business 
was  founded  in  1784  by  a  real 
Tom  Brown  who  was  succeeded 
by  four  descendants  of  the  same 
name.  It  is  now  owned  and  run 
by  the  seventh  generation  of  the 
family.  David  Russell,  whose 
maternal  grandfather  was 
brother  of  the  last  Tom  Brown. 

It  is  here  that  new  Etonians 
are  fitted  with  ready-made 
overcoats,  tail-coats  and  waist¬ 
coats  (one  new  and  one  second¬ 
hand  is  usual).  They  are  made 
with  larger-ihan-usuat  turnings 
and  arc  repaired  and  main¬ 
tained  during  their  college  life, 
so  that  four  suits  usually  last  the 
five  years. 


A  little  further  down  the  High 
Street  on  (he  opposite  side  at 
number  I  IS  is  New  and 
Lingwood  (07535  66286).  Since 
1865  they  have  been  supplying 
most  of  "the  remaining  college 
necessities  from  socks  and  stiff 
collars  to  umbrellas. 

.Here.  loo.  there  is  a  slightly

Founded  in  1884  it  is 
now  owned  by  New  and 
Lingwood  and  supplies  sturdy, 
well-made  shoes  which  will 
stand  up  to  the  amount  of 
walking  peculiar  to  Etonians 
who  cover  a  good  deal  of 
ground  between  college  and 
their  tutors'  rooms.  Moccasins 
are  oul  loafers  are  acceptable 
and  lace-ups  are  definitely  in. 


But  clothes  alone  do  not 
makyih  the  boy.

As  »c  all  know,  the  three 
little  hoys  were  joined  by  a 
fourth  and  went  on  to  create 
something  of  a  stir.  This  Bank 
Holiday  weekend.  25  years  after 
the  lads  -  still  in  their  larval 
stage  -  first  took  the  boat  to 
Hamburg,  the  stir  goes  on.  In 
Liverpool  there's  a  two-day 
convention.  MerscyBeatle  85. 
followed  by  Beatles  Festival 
Week;  and  in  London  two  sales 
of  pop  memorabilia  at  Sothe¬ 
by’s  and  Phillips  at  which  the 
star  attractions  will  be  the  Fab 
Four. 

The  memorabilia  market  has 
taken  off  over  the  past  five 
years  and  at  Phillips,  for 
example,  a  Beatles  cotton  mini- 
dress.  picturing  the  Beatles  and 
signed  not  merely  by  them  but 
also  by  Cynthia  Lennon  and 
Brian  Epstein.  will  be  sold  for 
about  £l.2UG.  The  dresses.  I 
should  explain,  were  produced 
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specifically  lor  the  usherettes  at 
the  premiere  of  Help  in  1965. 
giving  them  that  vital  rarity 
value. 

It  is  difficult  for  those  of  us 
who  lived  through  Bcatlcmania 
to  imagine  how  anything 
connected  with  the  Beatles 
cuuld  be  rare.  My  copy  of 
Hunter  Davies’s  authorized 
biography  tells  me  that,  in  1964. 
50  million  dollars-worth  of 
Beatles  goods  were  sold  in  the 
States.  Yel  a  plastic  Beailc- 
image  guitar  now  fetches 
around  £40.  Where  has  it  ail 
gone? 

Well.  I  still  have  a  ■  little 
something.  On  April  18.  1963.  1 
saw  them  at  the  Albert  Hall. 
"Please  Please  Me”  was  a  big 
hit  by  then,  but  Del  Shannon 
was  still  top  of  the  bill  and  the 
screaming  was  decidedly  cm- 
brvonic.

"Unsigned?”  mused  Paul 
Pcnn-Simkins.  who  catalogued 
the  Phillips  auction.  "Perhaps 
£20.  But  who  knows?  If  two 
collectors  arc  after  the  same 
thing,  the  price  is  limited jsnly 
bv  the  size  of  their  pockets.”

“An 
awful  lot  of  so-called  contem¬ 
porary  autographs  are  fakes.

a  wheelchair.  De  Palma’s 
protagonist  (played  by  Crain 
Wasson)  suffers  no  such  restric¬ 
tion.  Set  up  to  watch  a  nasty 
murder  being  committed  in  the 
flat  over  the  way.  he  becomes 
implicated  in  iu  transfer  of 
guilt,  the  favourite  Hitchcock 
theme. 

Body  Double  s  arrival  in 
Britain  -  it  has  a  simultaneous 
video  and  cinema  release  on 
September  20  -  has  attracted 
controversy  on  account  of  some 
gorv  scenes  which  are  not  the 
stuff  of  family  viewing.  The 
British  Board  of  Rim  Censors 
has  insisted  on  minor  cuts  for 
the  video  version. 

The  reassessment  of  Holly¬ 
wood  directors  led  by  the  young 
critics  ■  of  Cahiers  du  Cinema 
threw  up  some  fairly  unworthy 
names  and  a  few.  like  Budd 
Boetticher.  that  deserved  to  be 
rescued.  He  was  a  man  of  talent 
and  style  whose  fate  was  usual! v 
to  supply  the  bonom  half  of  a 
double  bill:  but  given  his 
slender  resources  he  made  films 
of  exceptional  quality. 

He  is  best  known  for  the

With  The 
Rise  and  Fall  of  Legs  Diamond 
ne  switched  for  the  first  and 
only  time  to  the  gangster  film 
and  brought  to  it  the  same  spare 
elegance. 

As  usual  with  Boetticher.  the 
focus  is  on  the  individual.  The 
social  milieu,  in  this  case  the 
city,  counts  for  little.  Legs, 
played  with  great  charm  by  Ray 
Danton.  is  a  hoodlum  who  gets 
to  the  top  not  so  much  by 
blazing  guns  as  personality  and 
resource. 

In  the  same  year  (I960)  as 
Legs  Diamond  was  released,  a 
baby  girl  was  bom  to  Dutch 
parents  in  Vancouver.  When 
she  was  three  her  father  walked 
out  and  she  later  worked  in  a 
dairy  to  support  the  family.  She 
grew  into  a  happy  blonde  and 
fulfilled  many  an  ordinary  girfs 
dream  by  becoming  the  Playboy 
magazine's  Playmate  of  the 
Year.  Soon  afterwards  she  was 
dead,  shol  by  her  estranged 
husband. 

The  Dorothy  Stratten  story  is 
not  so  much  untold  as  overtold, 
with  two  films  already  and  a 
book  by  Stratten 's  lover,  the 
director  Peter  Bogdanovich. 
The  video,  produced  bv  the 
Playboy  stable,  adds  little  "to  the 
facts  although  it  might  help  to 
sustain  the  legend. 

Unfortunately  the  remi¬ 


niscences  of  the  Playboy  lumin¬ 
aries  from  Hugh  Hefner  down¬ 
wards  -only  succeed  in  turning 
tragedy  into  a  cliche  “She  was", 
says  Hef.  Mso  special,  so  young, 
so  beautiful,  so  full  of  life".  The 
compensation  is  ample  footage 
of  Stratten  herself  which  makes 
you  feel  her  loss  much  more 
than  hackneyed  words. 

Straiten  is  buried  in  the  same 
graveyard  as  another  Holly¬ 
wood  victim,  Marilyn  Monroe. 
Her  last  Playboy  spread  (never 
published  but  shown  here) 
featured  unclad  impersonations 
of  the  great  sex  goddesses:  Betty 
Grable,  Jean  Harlow  and 
Marlene  Dietrich.  But  the  point 
about  Dietrich  is  that  she  could 
be  sexy  without  taking  her 
clothes  off.  not  leasr  when,  late 
in  her  career,  she  did  her  one- 
woman  cabaret. 

She  was  not  much  of  a  singer 
in  the  strict  sense  and  had  to 
have  her  songs  specially 
arranged  to  suit  her  limited 
vocal  range.  But  the  songs  were 
only  a  peg  for  the  projection  of 
Dietrich.  She  was  one  of  those 
rare  performers  who  had  onlv  to 
flick  an  eyelash  to  have  "the 
audience  in  thrall. 

.An  Evening  With  Marlene 
Dietrich  is  a  record  of  a  London 
theatre  performance  in  1972. 
one  of  her  last.  Even  on  a 
generous  estimate  of  her 
birthdate  she  must  have  been 
pushing  70,  but  it  never  shows. 
The  classic  repertoire  is  here, 
from  “You're  the  Cream  in  My 
Coffee^’  to  “Falling  in  Love 
Again"  and  if  a  tape  cannot 
fully  capture  that  special  rap¬ 
port  of  performer  and  audience, 
it  is  much,  much  better  than 
nothing  at  all.

In  August,  the  A  levels  and  O 
levels  are  finally  harvested. 
Whether  the  harvest  turns  out 
heavy  or  light,  one  curious  thing 
is  true:  for  those  who  took  Eng 
Lit.  the  set  books,  and  particu¬ 
larly  the  great  classic  novels, 
will  be  remembered  for  a 
lifetime  and  most  often  with 
affection.  By  modern  standards 
they  tend  to  he  long,  and  one 
way  of  coming  to  terms  with  that 
Is  to  listen  to  them,  beautifully 
read  in  complete  and  un¬ 
abridged  recording  from  Cover 
to  Cover  Cassettes.  Their  latest 
production  is  Wilkie  Collins’s 
The  Woman  in  White,  sum¬ 
ptuously  read  by  Ian  Holm. 
This  is  one  of  the  best  of  the 
Victorian  thrillers,  full  of  action 
and  suspense  with  characters 
strongly  drawn  but  never  carica¬ 
tured.  from  the  valetudinarian 
Mr  Fairlie  to  the  debonair 
Italian  villain.  Count  Fosco.  The 
recording  occupies  18  cassettes 
and  lasts  for  more  than  24 
entirely  pleasurable  hours. 

I  have  also  been  listening  to 
Charlotte  Bronte’s  Jane  Eyre.  A 
lonely  and  ill-treated  child 
grows  into  a  witty  young  woman, 
of  tiny  stature  but  immense 
courage,  who  eventually  finds 
happiness  with  her  farouche 
hero  Mr  Rochester.  Despite  all 
its  grim  passages,  it  continues  to 
inspire  devotion  in  people  of  ail 
ages,  and  Maureen  O’Brien 
reads  it  with  charm  and  much 
intelligence  in  just  over  21 
hours. 

A  project  of  interest  to 
playgoers  and  others,  as  well  as 
students,  has  almost  reached 
completion:  Argo  have  now' 
reissued  almost  their  entire 
catalogue  of  the  plays  and  long 
poems  of  Shakespeare  recorded

To  write  about  the  English 
public  school  system,  -it  .-is 
advisable  to  pul  .your  name 
down  at  birth.  Many  try.  but  the 
playwright  Reg  Gadney  has 
more  excuse  than  most.  He 
grew  up  in  his  father's  school, 
an  experience  which  finds 
fictional  form  in  Drummonds 
MTV.  Fri.  9-10pm). 

George 'Drummond  (Richard 
Pasco)  runs  a  minor,  90-pupil 
institution  which  has  a  good 
reputation  but  bad  debts  and 
worse  drains.  Commander 
Binney  (Edward  Hardwicke)  is 
a  “land-bound  naval  officer'* 
climbing  into  leaching  up  the 
old  boys’  grapevine;  Patrick 
Heritage  (Morris  .Perry)  does  a 
“little  bit  of  everything”  as.  in 
his  own  way,  does  Charles 
(Anthony  Calf),  the  head¬ 
master's  son  and  darling  of  the 
female  staff. 

So  far.  so  familiar.  Gadney's 
variation  is  to  set  the  10-part 
serial  amid  the  Suez  crisis  of 
1956.  a  social  watershed  when 
the  school  laces  uncertainty 
about  the  order  which  . its. 
charges  will  inherit.  Finely 
acted  and  well  filmed,  Drum¬ 
monds  seems  set  to  be  intelli¬ 
gent  drama. 

Stephen  Mulrine’s  The 
House  on  Kirov  Street  (BBC2, 
Tuesday.  9.30-11  pm)  begins 
shakily  bin.  by  the  end.  seems 
one  of  the  best  of  the  BBC's 
summer  season  of  drama. 

In  1941,  at  Yalta  by  the 
Crimean  Sea.  the  Gennan  army 
occupies  a  house  maintained  as 
a  shrine  to  a  dead  writer  by  an 
old  woman.  Maria  Pavlovna 
(Patience  Collier),  and  Natalya, 
her  assistant  (Sarah  Bade!)-  The 
writer,  her  brother,  was  Chek¬ 
hov,  among  whose  masterpieces 


Helping:  Sarah  BadeL,  in  The 
House  on  Kirov  Street 

was  a  play  with  a  similar  plot. 
Three  Sisters,  an  account  of  the 
effect  on  a  household  of  a 
military,  billeting, 

Mulrine  uses  Chekhov's  text 
intelligently  as  the  skeleton  of 
his  own:  the  Nazi  commander 
Major  Beckman  (Alan  Dobie)  is 
identified  with  Chekhov's  un¬ 
happily  married  soldier  hero 
Vershinin.  It  is  an  accomplished 
work. 

The  freedom  for  which  the 
Russians  were  fighting  in  (941 
is  set  in  contemporary  context 
by  Sakharov  (BBC2.  Wed,  9- 
1 1  pm),  a  Jack  Gold  film.  Jason 
Robards  plays  the  Nobel  prize¬ 
winner  Andrei  Sakharov,  the 
long-imprisoned  dissident.

Sleuths  and 
glory  seekers 


FILMS  ON  TV 


Robert  Altman  is  generally 
accepted  as  one  of  America's 
most  influential  film-makers, 
but  with  a  wayward  individu¬ 
ality  that  has  produced  as  many 
misses  as  hits.  For  every  box- 
office  winner  such  as  M*A*S*H, 
there  has  been  a  Brewster 
McCloud  loser.  That  and  his 
challenging  of  film  conventions 
-  with  a  technique  of  loose 
structure,  .improvisation  and 
sometimes-  blurred  sound  - 
makes  him  suspect,  especially 
to  the  money  men. 

But  United  Artists  trusted  his 
judgement  enough  to  ask  him  if 
he  thought  Elliott  Gould,  whom 
he  helped  make  a  star  with 
M*A*S*H,  could  play  Philip 
Marlowe,  the  detective  created 
by  Raymond  Chandler.  Yes, 
said  AJtman,  immediately  seiz¬ 
ing  the  opportunity  to  direct  the 
movie  himself.  The  result  was 
The  Long  Goodbye  (1973). 
which  BBC2  is  showing  tonight 
(9. 10-1  lpm)  -  and  which 
outraged  the  purists. 

“Ugly,  boring  travesty”, 
“••unrewarding  muddle’V'a  spit 
in  the  eye  to  a  great  writer” 
were  some  of  the  critical 
reactions.  And  Gould’s  por¬ 
trayal  of  the  hero  (indelibly 
incarnated  for  most  by  Bogart 
in  the  1 94 6  The  B'ig  Sleep)  was 
dismissed  as  a  shambling, 
inarticulate  mess. 

Altman  had  updated  Chand¬ 
ler’s  novel  by  20  years  from  a 
Los  Angeles  of  gloomy,  mean 
streets  and  hard  boiled  private 
eyes  to  a  bright-surfaced  setting 
where  the  sun  shines  on  private 
beaches  and  a  society  worthy  of 
satire.  Gould’s  oddball  sleuth  is 
hot  out  of  place  among  the  nude 
yoga  freaks,  rip-off  clinics  and 


guards  who  won't  let  you  pass 
until  you've  listened  to  their 
latest  impersonations  of  movie 
stars. 

There  were  certainly  sea.  not 
to  say  seaside,  changes  along  the 
way  from  Chandler’s  novel, 
especially  in  the  ending.  But  the 
plot  is  basically  the  same,  even 
to  the  convolutions,  as  Marlow 
helps  a  pal  on  the  run  from 
apparently  killing  his  wife,  tries 
to  find  another  missing  hus¬ 
band  and  tangles  with  high-rol¬ 
ling  hoodlums.  Freshly  turned 
wisecracks  at  the  ready,  of 
course. 

And  there  were  some  ready  to 
defend  Altman  as  offering  an 
intelligent  and  affectionate 
interpretation  rather  than  a 
misguided  parody  of  the  con¬ 
ventions.  He  may  have  miscast 
the  aU-too-obviousTy  inexperi¬ 
enced!  Nina  Van  Paliandt  (once 
half  of  the  singing  duo  Nina  and 
Frederick)  as  one  of  the 
duplicitous  protagonists,  but 
Gould's  wry  bemusement  is 
engaging.  A  slob  but  no  slouch. 

Altman  found  wider  accept¬ 
ance  in  1975  with  Nashville, 
which  can  be  seen  on  BBC2 
tomorrow  (9-1 1.35pm).  It's  a 
kaleidoscopic  view  of  not  just 
the  capital  of  counfry  music  but 
glory-seekers  generally.  Through 
the  director’s  wittily  observant 
eye  we  see  a  veritable  parade  of 
American  dreamers  all  con¬ 
cerned  with  “making  it”  -  and 
the  sexual  connotation  is  not 
accidental. 

The  black-tinged  comedy 
boasts  among  its  two  dozen 
main  characters  a  rich  crop  of 
the  eccentrics  clearly  dear  to 
Altman's  heart  and  an.  And  to 
do  them  justice  there  is  a 
splendid  cast  which  includes 
Lily  Tomlin.  Barbara  Harris, 
Geraldine  Chaplin,  Sbelley 
Duvall  and  Keith  Carradine.

The  year  1984  hits  associations 
which  proved  a  boon  for 
headline  writers  and  pro¬ 
gramme  makers.  The  title  of 
Bill  Morris’s  documentary  The 
Class  of  *84  (Radio  4,  Sun 
10.15-1  lpm)  has  a  nicely 
chilling  ring,  not  inappropriate 
for  some  of  its  findings. 

Chris  Hawkesworth  has  been 
following  -  for  the  senes  You 
and  Yours  -  the  lives  of 
students  who  left  Class  5R 
Lawnswood  Comprehensive 
School  in  Leeds  last  year. 
Twelve  months  on  has  orga¬ 
nized  a  reunion  at  which  the 
class  reveal  what  proved  to  be 
their  short-term  futures. 

Some  are  employed,  most  arc 
not.  Some  are  homeless  but  one 
has  set  up  home  and  has  a  child. 
It  may  be  argued  that  the 
experiences  of  thesf  few  have 
no  statistical  validity,  but  their 
voices  add  a  human  dimension 
to  the  percentages  and  chans. 

The  week's  two  major  plays 
seem  unlikely  to  sit  happily  in  a 
sound  medium.  Rookery  Nook 
(Radio  4.  S.30-I0pm)  is  an 
adaption  ol'  the  Ben  travers- 
stage  play  delightful  for  the 
physicaliiy  of  the  farce:  slam¬ 
ming  doors,  dropped  trousers, 
ijouble-iakes. 

To  what  extent  this  can  be 
reproduced  on  radio  remains  to 
be  heard,  but  Travers’s  scripts 
have  a  literary  richness  to 
match  the  precision  of  the 
staging  and  the  words  -  spoken 
by  Ian  Lavender.  John  Grillo, 
Elizabeth  Bel!  cl  al  -  should  be 
enough  to  satisfy’. 

Shakespeare’s  Richard  III

A  clown  well 
versed  in 
body  language 


For  half  a  century.  Jean-Louis 
Barrault  says,  “l  have  been 
trying  to  use  my  body  as  an 
instrument  of  expression".  At 
the  root  of  the  craft  of  France's 
greatest  actor-director  lies  this  perfec¬ 
tion  of  mime  -  what  he  calls  "the 
recreation  of  life  by  gesture". 

The  Renaud-" Barrault  Theatre 
Company,  founded  by  Barrault  and 
his  wife  Madeleine  Renaud  in  1946  is 
coming  to  the  Edinbuigh  Festival  this 
year  with  Victor  Hugo's  bloodcurd¬ 
ling  melodrama  Angelo,  Tyran  de 
Padouc.  Five  performances  of  this 
prose  play,  including  one  matinee,  are 
scheduled  from  Wednesday  to  August 
31  at  the  Music  Hall.' and  they 
promise  to  be  an  excellent  diversion 
for  Scots  with  a  little  French. 

The  show  has  been  a  success  in 
Paris  for  almost  a  year,  drawing  kind 
reviews  from  the  wickedest  critics  and 
attracting  large  audiences  of  shrieking 
children  and  adults.  Barrault  directs 
with  music  by  the  1 6-century  Italian 
composer  Gesuaido.  in  honour  of  the 
centenary  of  Hugo's  death. 

Barrault  also  has  a  small  buffoon's 
pan  ("I  stick  out  my  tongue  from 
lime  to  time”),  while  the  major  roles 
arc  played  by  Genevieve  Page. 
Jacques  Dacqmine.  Silvia  Berger  and 
Francois  DuvaL 

But  **la  troupe"  has  80-odd 
members  in  all  and  has  been 
Barrault's  ruling  passion  ever  since  it 
uas  founded  at  the  Theatre  Marigny 
in  Paris.  Both  Barrault  and  Renaud 
were  well  known  movie  stars  more 
Interested  in  the  stage  than  films. 

Since  then,  “la  troupe”  has  passed 
through  eight  Paris  theatre  tenancies  - 
jt  is  now  based  at  the  Theatre  du 
Rond  Point  -  and  has  toured  nearly 
every  country  in  the  western  world, 
some  of  them  several  times.  Barrault, 
the  slender  harlequin  of  Marcel 
Came's  film  Lcs  Enfants  du  Paradis, 
has  achieved  world  renown. 

A  smallish  man  of  75.  with  a  slight 
tic  in  one  cheek  and  a  penetrating 
voice.  Barrault  can  still  pick  up  a 
heavy  chair  and  ton  it  across  the 
stage,  emitting  snorts  like  a  pony. 

Jacques  Tati  used  to  say  that 
Frenchmen  always  begin  by  seeming 
to  lake  everything  very  seriously,  but

gradually  temperament  -  and  the 
cheeky,  'casual  side  of  their  person¬ 
alities have  a  way  of  taking  over.  In 
France  there  always  has  to  be  humour 
-  even  that  literary  juggernaut,  Victor 
Hugo,  couldn't  write  a  melodrama 
like  Angelo  without  letting  it  in. 

Jean-Louis  Barrault,  on  the  other 
hand,  has  a  reputation  for  serious 
theatre.  He  has  earned  his  place  in  the 
history  of  the  French  stage  by  forging 
a  connection  between  modern  stage 
production  and  the  ancient,  vital 
tradition  of  the  Roman  mime  and 
Italian  com  media  deil'anc. 

He  believes  that  the  theatre  is  an 
artificial  thing,  like  a  piano  oc-a  flute, 
and  for  him  Lhe  art  lies  in  putting  life 
into  it.  As  a  director  he  has  taught  two 
generations  of  French  actors  and 
actresses  to  respect  this  maxim,  in 
performing  works  by  a  galaxy  of 
writers:  ■  Shakespeare.  Rabelais, 
Racine.  Beauntarchais.  Genet, 
Camus.  Sartre.  Beckett  and  a  hundred 
others. 

In  his  book  Saisir  le  Present 
(LalTonL  1984).  Barrault  covers 
40  pages  in  an  attempt  to  explain 
the  “language  of  the  body"  he  has 
studied  for  so  long.  He  acknowledges 
the  phyical  pressure  this  places  on  an 
actor, "  who  must  also  cope  with 
diction  and  remember  lines.  “Playing 
lhe  lead  in  our  current  production  of 
Aristophanes's  The  Birds,  I  lose  2  ft  lb 
every  performance.  The  play  lasts  an 
hour  and  40  minutes.  But  than  I've 
always  been  the  anxious,  fretting 
type."  He  laughs.  “That’s  what  made 
it  possible  for  me  to  play  Hamlet.” 

Hamlet,  (translated  by  Andre 
Gide).  was  perhaps  Barrault’s  greatest 
role  -  at  least,  he  thinks  so  -  and  he 
played  it  for  20  years,  between  1946 
and  1966.  The  play  became  one  of  the

company’s  standbys,  along  with 
Marivaux's  Lcs  Fausscs  Confidences. 
In  other  words  it  was  mounted 
whenever  one  of  Barrault's  more 
innovative  projects  flopped  and  left 
his  people  in  debt 

So  when  he  played  Hamlet  he 
tended  to  be  “anxious”  in  more  ways 
than  one.  On  at  least  two  occasions, 
when  forced  to  move  out  of  a  theatre, 
he  and  Madeleine  Renaud  had  to- 
hock  their  cherished  Picassos  to  keep 
the  company  afloat.  “So  far,  we've 
always  managed  to  get  them  back.  But 
they’re  always  at  the  ready.” 

Barrault  has  a  philosophical  atti¬ 
tude  to  fortune  and  adversity.  “In  my 
experience,  success  has  always  been 
precarious.  We  must  meet  our  destiny 
head  on,  and  sometimes  it  endangers 
us",  he  says.  “But  we  have  to  have  the 
courage  to  cat  it  up,  so  to  speak:- 
absorb  it  and  transform  it  into 
providence." 

The  theme  of  insecurity  runs 
through  Barrault's  reminiscences.  He 
confesses  that  both  he  and  Madeleine 
Renaud  heartily  dislike  talking  about 
the  past  “I  lost  my  father  when  I  was 
eight,  in  1918.  and  I've  been  looking 


for  some  kind  of  father  all  my  life.  It’s 
one  of  the  things  that  drew  me  to 
Madeleine:  her  rather  died  early  too, 
when  she  was  fburv 
“I  eventually  found  Charles  DuIIin. 
my  first  matirc,  then  it  was  Paid 
ClaudeL  then  Rabelais.  Now  I’m  old", 
(the  mime's  face  goes  slack,  the  jaw 
droops  and  the  voice  trembles 
rcedily)". . .  I  try  to  find  my  father  in 
young  people.  I  think,  in  the  end,  this 
search  has  given  me  a  profound 
feeling  for  death.'  of  absolute  solitude 
within  society."  Silence:  Suddenly 
Barrault  jumps  -  up  and  bellows 
grotesquely  at  The  Times  photogra¬ 
pher:  “Vezzer  ‘  lecz  bedder  een  ze 
mind  to  sulphur?.. . 


The  Rabelais  •  production,  of 
course,  was  a  worldwide 
triumph.  Laurence  Olivier,- an 
old  friend  of  Barrault's,  invited 
the  company  to  perform  it  for  a 
season  at  the  Old  Vic  in  London  and  . 
afterwards  Barrault  took  the  play  to 
the  United  States. 

On  one  memorable  evening  at 
Berkeley,  police  and  students  who  had 
been  thumping  each  other  all  day  in 


the  post-Kent  Slate  riots,  held  a  truce 
“. .  .  pour  permeitre  a  Rabelais  de 
s'cxpriuicr  .  Barrault  will  never  forget 
the  moment  when  he  •  uttered  the 
famous  words.  "Fats  ce  que  tu 
voudras.  pareeque  f  'hommc-est  libre". 
Rabelais  had  pronounced  judgement. 

Expulsion  from  the  Odeon  theatre, 
(and  the  government  payroll),  taught 
Barrauh  a  lesson  he  never  forgot  the 
company's  very  existence  was  as 
ephemeral  as  any  play.  When,  in 
1-973.  the  company  came  to  rest  in  the 
dusty,  disused  Gare  d’Orsay  with 
permission  .to.  build  a  theatre.  Barrault 
did  so.  But  he  made  it  portable.  It  was 
a  wise  decision:  Giscard  abruptly 
dislodged  him  once  again  in  1980, 
and  he  was  able  to  move  the  theatre 
lock,  stock  and  barrel  across  the  river 
to  the,  old  ice  rink  on  the  Champs 
Elysces  -  scats,  stage,  props,  the.  lot 
And.  there  tbe  company  remains  for 
the.  time  being,  a  monument  to.  the 
tenacity  of  its  founders. 

“It.  was  always  my  dream",  says 
Barrault  reflectively,  “to  be  respon¬ 
sible  for  a  group  of  human  beings,  to 
direct  a  troupe  of  actors,  and  to  build 
a  movable  thealre.of  my  own.  Voild.”

Pub  grub  rules 
as  dish  of  die  day 

Bad  weather  has  undoubtedly  hit  beer 
sales;  but  social  .  changes  could  be 
favouring  brewers  and  their  profitability. 
This  emerges  clearly  from  a  report  by 
Keynote,  part  of  ICC  group,  on  the  stale  of 
catering,  which  it  -sees  as  becoming 
increasingly  competitive,  while  showing 
signs  of  growth. 

Pub  -  food  looks  about  to  replace 
takeaway  fast  food  as  the  trade's  most 
dynamic  sector,  according  to  Keynote. 
Fast-food  outlets  are  unlikely  to  continue 
the  rapid  expansion  of  recent  years 
although  there  arc  areas.  like  the  Midlands 
and  Scotland,  where  there  is  plenty  of 
slack. 

Some  of  the  bigger  British  fast-food 
operators  seem  to  be  looking  overseas  for 
expansion.  Wimpy  being  an  example  with 
its  recently  opened  Bombay  operation,  but 
Keynote  expects  the  chains  to  improve 
profitability  at  home  by  moving  more  into 
higher  quality  restaurants. 

There  are  other  ways  to  keep  the  appeal 
going,  of  course.  Mexican  food  seems  to  be 
coming  in  after  salad  bars.

Some  of  these  converted  pubs  are 
earning  more  from  food  than  drink.

Deafening  silence  after 
Johnson’s  shining  results 


Johnson  Group  Oeaners 
found  itself  on  the  receiving 
end  last  December  of  a  bid  by 
Nottingham  Manufacturing, 
which  valued  Britain's  biggest 
dry-cleaning  operation  at  £53 
million  or  440p  a  share.

(  PROPERTY  ) 

Moving  house  is  said  lo  be  the 
fourth  mosl  stressful  event  in  a 
person's  life.  But  whai  happens 
if  you  want  10  move  and  you 
find  that  legally  your  property  is 
unsaleable? 

Two  years  ago  Mabel 
Williams,  of  Cardiff,  decided  on 
a  move.  She  pul  her  flat  on  the 
market  and  found  ihree  buyers 
within  a  couple  of  days,  all  of 
whom  offered  ihe  full  asking 
price.  She  instructed  her  solici¬ 
tor  to  issue  a  contract  to  one  of 
ihe  buyers,  and  as  far  as  she  was 
concerned  her  move  was  w6ll 
on  its  way. 

But  as  soon  as  the  purchaser's 
solicitors  received  the  contract 
they  advised  their  client  to 
withdraw.  Exactly  the  same 
happened  with  the  other  two 
buyers.  Miss  Williams'  solicitor 
advised  her  to  take  the  flat  off 
the  market  until  he  could  sort 
out  the  problem. 

The  fiat  was  not  held  under  a 
lease  but  was  freehold.  Flats  are 
generally  leasehold,  so  that 
there  is  a  collective  responsi¬ 
bility  for  corridors,  roofs  and 
gardens,  and  also  so  that  there  is 
a  mutual  enforceability  of 
covenants  between  all  the  flat 
owners. 

This  means  that  you  can 
insist  that  another  flat  owner 
carries  out  his  obligations  under 
his  lease.  If  you  own  a  ground 
floor  flat,  it  is  important  to  be 
able  to  ensure  that  the  first  floor 
owner  repairs  his  flat,  otherwise 
your  property  could  be  affected. 


Freehold  flats 'do  not  usually 
have  these  provisions,  and  as  a 
result  banks  and  building 
societies  arc  reluctant  to  lend  on 
them.  A  TSB  spokesman  said: 
“As  a  general  rule  we  do  not 
mortgage  freehold  flats.  We  are 
concerned  about  .the  enforce¬ 
ability  of  the  covenants  and  the 
upkeep  of  the  common  parts. 
As  many  lenders  do  not 
advance  money  on  these  flats 
we  feel  that  there  will  be  a 
problem  on  resale.” 


The  lender,  not  the 
owner,  is  protected 


Some  of  the  other  banks  such 
as  Williams  &  Glyn’s  and 
Midland  will  look  at  mortgage 
applications  for  freehold  flats  as 
will  some  of  the  smaller 
building  societies  such  as  the 
Guardian,  Leamington  Spa  and 
Scarborough.  Most  of  the  .large 
building  societies,  however 
generally  will  ;not  lend,  al- 
ihoughi  the  'Halifax  says  '“We 
do  sometimes  make  exceptions, 
every  case  is  considered  on  its 
merits". 

Miss  Williams’  solicitor  and 
the  nine  other  freehold  flat 
owners  on  her  estate  are  still 
drawing  up  the  legal  documen¬ 
tation  to  try- to- make  their  flats 
acceptable  to  the  lender. 

It  is  not  just  freehold  flats 
that  are  faffing  foul  of  tfae 
lenders'  requirements.  An  in¬ 
creasing  number  of  flat  owners 
with  leases  are  experiencing 
difficulties  when  they  come  to 


sell:  Their  leases,  often  origr 
inaily  granted  in  the  1960s  and 
early.  1970s.  have  been  badly 
drafted.  They  also  do  not-make 
adequate  provision  for  main¬ 
tenance  and  repair  of  the 
property  with  the  appropriate 
covenants  which  ensure  mutual 
enforceability. 

As  a  result,  sellers  of  flats  are 
finding  that  they  are  having  to 
approach  their  freeholders  for  a 
deed  varving  the  terms  of  the 
lease  -  before  die'  purchaser's 
bank  or  building  society  will 
lend  any  money.  The  deed  does 
■not  come  cheap.  Freeholders 
have  often  been  known  to  take 
advantage  of  the  flat  owner's 
predicament  and  charge  high 
sums  for  necessary  documents. 

Moreover,  freeholders  are  not 
bound  to  agree  to  vary  the  lease. 
If  they  refuse,  the  purchaser's 
lender  will  often  insist  on  ah 
insurance  policy  known  as  a 
maisonette  indemnity  policy. 
These  policies  cover  the  lender 
if.  he  has  to  take  action  to 
enforce  the  covenants  under  the 
lease.  A  one-off  premium  is 
paid. 

For  example,  a  mortgage  of 
1  £25,00Q-  would  require  a  pre¬ 
mium  of  £75,  but  this  cost  often 
falls  on  the  seller  of  the  flat. 
Purchasers  argue  that  they 


should  not  have  to  bear  the  cost 
of  a  defective  lease. 

The  policies  only  protect  the 
lenders,  and  not  the  actual 
owner  of  the  flat.  They  are  not 
transferable,  so  a  new  policy 
must  be  taken  out  on  every  sale. 
If  the  flat  owner  himself  wants 
protection  against  the  lack  of 
on  fo  rccability  of  t  he  co venams 
in  the  lease,  he  will  have  to  take 
out  a  separate  policy  which  is 
considerably  more  expensive 
and  restricted  in  its  cover. 

Leaseholders  should  also  be 
aware  (hat  many  building 
societies  and  bantra  are  reluc¬ 
tant  to  advance  money '..on 
leases  with,  less  than  60  years  to 
run.  Astute  freeholders,  how¬ 
ever,  are  often -fully  conversant 
■with  a  lender's  lease.  They  ask  a 
high  sum  for  the  privilege. 

Proposals  are  afoot  for 
simplifying  the  system  of 
residential  leaseholds  and  intro¬ 
ducing  a  new  sort  of  ownership. 
In  the  meantime  many  lessees 
arc  overcoming  problems  of 
awkward  freeholders  and  badly 
drafted  leases  by  grouping 
together  and  purchasing  the 
freehold  of  the  whole  of  their 
building.  Many  of  them  form 
management  companies  which 
are  extremely  successful.

(  INSURANCE  ) 

Insurance  companies  and  other 
interested  parties  are  marshal¬ 
ling  their  forces  to  fend  off  the 
threatened  (fisdosnrc  of  in¬ 
surance  commissions  which  - 
surprise,  surprise  -  they  say  is 
not  in  the  consumer's  interest. 

Friends"  Provident  Life  says: 
“Disclosures  of  cottimissioos 
wffl  be  of  little  use  to  the 
coBsraaef;  it  is  likely  to  disturb 
the  market  without  equal 
treatment  over  all  sections,  and 
may  well  encourage  people  to 
torn  from  self-provision  to 
dependency  on  the  State." 

Insurance  companies  do  not 
want  the  commission  they  pay  to 
brokers  disclosed  because  if 
clients  realized  just  how  much 
was  Eoinjt  into  the  pocket  of  the 
sales  person,  they  might  not  buy 
the  product  and  the  market 
might  soon  be  in  difficulties. 

The  companies,  however,  do 


bare  a  point  in  the  area  of  equal 
treatment.  Why  should  in¬ 
surance  brokers  be  obliged  to 
dtsdose  commisstoo  when  sales¬ 
men  nd  other  intermediaries, 
who  may  be  remunerated  in  a 
variety  of  other  ways,  do  not 
haw  to  make  such  declarations? 

The  answer  is  to  set  a 
maximum  amount  which  can  be 
spent  on  selling  and  promofmje 
policies  -  whether  that  « 
commission,  wages.  ad*erttswg 
or  rhe  genera!  overheads  ©f 
running  the  business. 

If  the  public  knew  that  the

or  premiums  and  that  the  policy 
they  were  bating  used  only  10 
per  cent  to  cover  its  own  costs, 
they  would  have  a  benchmark 
against  which  to  measore  the 
relative  merits  of  a  company  and 
its  products.

Lalcsi  ligures  on  ihe  perform¬ 
ance  of  -Lloyd's  syndicates 
published  this  wreck  provided 
existing  members  with  a  yard¬ 
stick  against  which  they  can 
assess  their  syndicates,  and  new 
members  with  a  guide  to  the 
profitable  syndicates  to  join. 

At  one  time  joining  Lloyd's 
involved  an  act  of  faith  -r  you 
had  ta  trust  your  agenL  to 
choose  ■  good  syndicates,  and 
information  on  actual  perform¬ 
ance.  if  available  at  all.  was 
more  closely  guarded  rhan  an 
official  sccceL 

But  -in  1980  a  group  of 
disgruntled  members  or 
"names”  decided  this  was' 
unsatisfactory  and  compiled 
Mans  tics  on  the  syndicates* 
performances. 

Their  efforts,  coming  at  a 
time  of  scandal  and  horrific 
losses  fpr  some  Lloyd’s  names, 
have  ,  revolutionized  attitudes 
towards  their  Lloyd's  invest¬ 
ment. 

The  tables  show  the.  best  and 
worst  marine  and  non-marine 
syndicates  for  1982.  Because  of 
ihc  long-term  nature  of  the 
business,  syndicates  close  their 
accounts  three  years  in  arreai5_

organizes  the"  af&ms  of  the 
underwriting  syndicate;  the 
underwriter,  who  makes  the 
decision  on  which  insurance 
risks  to  take;  and  the  return  to 
investors  on  that  syndicate  for 
every  £10.000  “line"  they  write. 

In  the  case  of  the  worst 
performing  syndicates,  the  fig¬ 
ures  in  brackets  show  the  losses 
for  every  £10.000  fine  that 
1  members  have  had  to  bear. 

Names  on  the  ill-feted  PCW 
syndicates  have  had  to  dig  deep 
into  their  pockets  lo  the  tune  of 
£32.348  for  every  £10.000  fine 
they  underwrote.  The  true 
implication  of  “unlimited  liab¬ 
ility"  is  something  these  unfor¬ 
tunate  investors  cannot  ignore. 

But  getting  on  to  the  top* 
performing  syndicates  is  not 
easy.  Much  will  depend  on  the 
-  prestige  of  your  agent  and  his 
placing  power  -  not  .all  have 
.  facilities  cm  all  syndicates. 

“Choose  your  agent,  carer 
fully",  is  the  advice  from.  John 
Rew,  one.  of  the  joint  editors  of 
Lloyd's  League  Tables  and 
‘himself  a  Lloyd's  name:  "It  is 
the  most  vital  decision  you  will 
make  as  a  member  of  Lloyd's." 


He  points  out  that  although  it 
is  too  late  for  would-be 
members  to  put  in  their 
appSortions  for  1986  -  they  had 
10  be  rn  by  July  -  there  is  stifl 
time  for  existing  members  to 
switch  syndicate,  which  might 
well  involve  changing  agents. 

“Technically  you  have  to 
notify  your  agent  by  the  end  of 
June  dial  you'  are  making  a 
change  but  that  provision  is 
usually  waived",  says  Mr  Rew. 
“The  best  spaces  (or  syndicates) 
will  probably  disappear  during 
the  first  two  weeks  in  Septem¬ 
ber".  Therefore,  names  wanting 
to  switch  agents  and/or  synefi- 
dates  should  waste  no  time. 

“Your  strongest  position  is 
always  when  yon  have  not  yet 
committed  yourself’,  says  Mr 
Rew.

The  sparrows  in  Rotherham 
town  centre  do  not  cough  any 
more,  they  tweet.  And  so  far  as 
can  be  established  they  fly 
forward,  it  :  no  longer  being 
necessary  to  keep  the  dirt  out  of 
their  eves. 

This  phenomenon  was  re¬ 
corded  last,  week  by  a  Times 
expeditionary  party  dispatched 
to  the  North  to  investigate 
reports  that  Rotherham  had 
dropped  out  of  the  league  of 
grim  northern  towns  -  chief 
rivals;  W  igan  and  Scunthorpe  - 
to  be  laughed  at  in  comedians* 
jokes. 

For  the  second  year  running 
Rotherham  has  shattered  its 
own  image  by-  winning  the 
Yorkshire  and  Humberside 
regional  section  of  the  Britain 
in  Bloom  competition,  beating, 
of  all  places,  the  beautiful  city 
of  York.  And  last  week  it  was 
announced  that  it  bad  come 
sixth  in  the  all-England  round. 

“You  southerners  think 
there  is  nothing  north  of 
Watford",  city  officials  said. 


“You  have  got  entirely,  the 
wrong  impression  of  Rother¬ 
ham." 

'  Certainly  200  years  of 
history  as  one  of  Britain's 
leading  steel  and  coal  towns  do 
not  prepare  visitors  for  the 
masses  of  petunias,  geraniums, 
lobelias,  fuchsias,  and  roses  at 
even-  street  comer  and  open 
space,  hanging  from  buildings, 
pilied  into  carts,  troughs  and 
containers:  or  for  the  trees,  the 
fountains  and  the  birdsong  in 
the  heart  of  the  town. 

For  200  years  .  Rotherham . 
was  able  to  say  proudly,  “where 
there's  muck  there's  brass." 
But  the  producers  of  muck,  the 
steel  furnaces  and  the  coal 
mines,  are  shrinking  and 
dosing,  brass  is  scarce  and  jobs 
are  even  scarcer. 

So  with  unemployment  run¬ 
ning  at  up  to  25  per  cent  hi 
some  parts  the  council  '  is 
brightening  up  the  city  as  part 
of  its  efforts  to  attract  new 
industry:  light  engineering, 
manufacturing  and  electronics.
